I have had the opportunity of visiting .some impm-tant districts 
where I have had the g(M)d fortune to meet penionally a considerable 
number of prominent people of all 4‘laNses and communities in varioui 
loc'alities, who midily and geneivmsiy disi'ussed with me many questions 
of local and general interest. It was a particular pleasure to meet 
sevei-al niemhers of this (Vmn<*il in their individual constituencies. 
Eveiy'where I met with a welcome which I always believed I might 
expect from a naturally kind-heailetf people*, but which actually far 
exceeded my expe<‘tations. I feel that knowledge gained by 
with my own eyes and hearing witb my own ears is of greater value 
than any I could have acquired from other sources at my dis]H>sal. 

Gentlemen, you will be asked to deal with a numfjer of important 
Buis in the near future, some of which I may now outline. The Bengal 
Borstal Schools Bill deals with what appears to W an urgent require- 
ment in this Presidency. It provides for youthful offenders against the 
law being placed in special institutions, where freed from contact 
with hiabitaal criminals, they may be given a chance, from example 
and training in useful occupations, to fit themselves to lead the Kvea 
of respectable ci^ns.

A Bill of exceptional importance which the Government hope to 
introduce this session, but which unfortunately has not yet been 
returned by the Government of India, is the Ruiul Primary Education 
Bill. The urgent and crying need for a Bill dealing with popular 
education in rural areas is too obvious to require much comment from 
me toniay. 

Dmang the 5 months 1 have been in India, I have endeavoured to 
make myself a(^<iuainted with the educational systems and requirements 
in this Presidency. What has impressed me most forcibly is the great 
difference in the annual expenditure upon University education and 
that upon primary education. Between 1920-21 and 192f5-26, the Govern- 
ment contribution for University expenditure has increased by over 
13 lakhs to a total of 37 lakhs, whilst contributions towards primaiy 
education have remained stathmary at 25 lakhs. I am not suggesting 
that too much has been spent on Thiiversity education, but I think it 
ie a matter for serious consideration whether enough is spent on 
primaiT education. 

I have also l>een struck during niy tour by the number of Munici- 
palities, District Boards and individuals who have earnestly advocated 
the need for immediate action in connection with the introduction of 
free primary education in i-ural ureas. The opinion was geuei-ally 
exprestw'd that the people would be prepared to make the necessary 
sacrifice to attain it. Free primary education for this presidency is a 
large and serious proposition, but it is one which I believe must be 
boldly faced in the near future. 

The next subject upon which I should like to say a few words is one 
which I have reason to know is the cause of much anxiety and concern 
to all. In March last year, speaking in the Jjegislative Assembly, with 
reference to pei*sons detained under Regulation 111, and the Bengal 
Criminal liaw Amendment Act, Sir Alexander Muddiman made a state- 
ment W'hich represented the views of this Government and which were 
approved by the Government of India. He said: — 

“ The policy of Government regarding those who have been detained 
under Reflation III and the Bengal Criminal liaw Amendment Act, 
in connection with the Bengal revolutionary conspiracy, has been and 
etill is, that the d^tentima of no man should last longer than is essential 
in the interests Off public safety, and we are anxious to puifue, W 
qukkly at possible, tbe gradual release of individuals, whose oondi^t 
gives reason for hoping that they will not abuse their liberty.” 
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definite statement of policy prononnced upon tkis wsed 
foie I took up my office in Ben«ral. There has been no 
policy upon which I have considered it my duty to 
that statement was mode and after most CBreful' 
t *• Ml. * situation in all its aspei'ts, and after consul- 

tation with my Ooverninent, I i-onsidered that the conditions prevailing 
in Bengal justified an a.Teleration of the rate of release and action was 
taken accordingly.

Provided no untoward event occurs, and the conditions at piesent 
prevailing in Bengal continue and the conduct of those released justifies 
the action taken in their cases, I hope that u large number of those 
now detained will have been transferred or released liefore the end of 
the year. 

I shall continue to give my own personal attention to each individual 
case. 

I feel that I have arrived in India at a moment of exceptional 
interest. In the ordinaiy cfuu'se of events the Statutory Pommi.ssion, 
as laid down under the Act of 1619. will start its investigations within 
the next two yeai-s. Their primary duty will appear to Iw, after investi- 
gation, to report upon the results of the working of the Act of 1919 
thnmghout India and u|M>n (his report will hang the decisions of 
momentous importani e to the future (Government of India. I am hope- 
ful that during the peiiod left before the Coiiiiiiission starts its work, 
we, in Bengal, may be able to produce wise and statesman-like legisla- 
tion to prove ourselves w<irthy of the (‘onfidence of the British Parlia- 
ment in our ability to manage our own affairs. There is uniiuestionable 
opportunity for the provision of legislation, urgently needed and equally 
urgently demanded, the obvious lienefits of which should qpt be 
withheld from the people. 

I note on the paper a motion expressing “ no confidence ** in the 
Ministers. This is a serious resolution and one which, I am sure, has 
not been put down without due consideration of the poasible const- 
quonm. All Hon’ble Members will appreciate their personal responsi- 
bility on a aote of this kind. My duty is c|iiite clear. In ease of an 
adverse vote I shall accept the deiusian of the Council and it will not 
be poesiblt for the Ministers to retain their offices. It mii^t be neces- 
sary to prori^ne tbe House in order to enable me to fill their places.

<(i) and (;V) The Commissioner of the Presidency Division reports us 
follows With reference to your letter No. 1204, dated the 2Hth 
February, 1927, and emlosure, regarding the eradication of a s|)ecie» 
of bushy plant growing on the bunks of the river Bagiruthi in the 
district of Murshidabad, I have the honour to state that the Collector 
of Murshidabad, who made an enquiry in the matter, j-eporls that 
the plant has grown abundantly in Berhamptue and most of*^the area 
fed by the river Bhagirathi and also in some other parts of the district. 
The plant dies a natural death within a certain perifnl, about six 
months, hut before it dies it leaves iiujnerous seeds l)ehind. The* 
Chairmen of the District Board and Municipalities, who were consulted 
in the matter, are of opinion that the lH*st way of eradicating the 
plant is to uproot them or cut them off Ijefore they flower. Thia 
suggestion is in conformity with the ex|)ert opinion of the Economic 
Botanist.

The District Board pro))ofiei> 
to ask the Chairman of the Fnion Committee to check the growth of 
the plant by uprooting them or cutting them before they reach the 
flowering stage.”

TtiO Hon*bla 8ir JAMES DONALD: [ Impr to move that a sum of 
Hh. 2,(K),(KK) he granted for expenditure under the head ** Tioans and 
Advances ” for payment of loans to cultivators under the Agriculturists* 
Loans Act. 

This is briefly explained in the memorandum which has been 
circulated. The provision already made has proved inadequate, at any 
rate, for the present. 

The motion was put and agreed to. 


Covernmont Resolution. 

The Hon’ble Sir JAMES DONALD; I beg to move that this Council 
recommends to (iovernnient that a loan of Rs. *161 lakhs l>e raised for 
the purpose of the construction of the loadways for vehicular and foot 
traffic on the Bally Railway Bridge and of the approaches thereto. 

I have circulated a memorandum briefly explaining the position. 
It will lie in the recollection of the House that in February, 1926, this 
Council agreed to a contribution of Rs. 10 lakhs which would be 
employed in rendering the railway bii<lge at Bally, now under (‘Onstruc- 
tion, Atrong and suitable enough to carry two roadways for traffic — 
vehicular and f(K>t — from one side of the river to the other. When I 
made that demand I pointed out that that w’ould entail what we then 
thought to be a future expenditure of Rs. 22 lakhs in providing roadw'aye 
and in <*onne(’ting the bridge roads with the main roads. We were not 
sure at that time when the demand for the construction of the roads 
would lie necessary, but w'e are now told by the oflScers engaged in the 
construction of the bridge that now’ is the appointed time. If we do 
not build the loadw’ays now% we shall be landed with a very much 
larger expenditure than we are now asking for, and we ahould be put 
to very considerable inconvenient»e and shall have to pay even more 
than what we should do .if they were constructed by the railway 
engineers now’ employed. If it has to be done now, then this Council 
must ( ome to a decision to-day ; otherwise,' the opportunity will lie lost. 
If it is not done now, the opportunity may run away end possibly the 
expenditure, already agreed to w’ill be thrown away. 

I think it will be lealised that when we have engineers on the aiwt 
with the necessary machinery, cranes and so forth, it will be a sintpflir 
thing and much more expeditious to build these roadways mnnlteneously 
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8^ tik« «oiisku<!tioii oi ilw Imdge — not only the roadways on the 
but also approaches — which could be veiy' easily and more 

llleaply erected along with the railway arches and appioaches. It will, 

I fthinh, also be realised that if this work were done later, it will he 
tery difficult with tiuins running; and it will take a very long time 
and will then be very expensive. On the top of that, it will alm» be 
reidised that it would be much cheaper for the railway with ti big com 
tract to include in their tenders or their expenses the steel necessary 
for the construction of the roadways and to that extent we gain. If 
this work be taken up now, then it will cost Rs. 2-1 lakhs phx the amount 
already sanctioned by the Council ; but if it were postponed, it would 
cfist something like Rs. 42i lakhs. In addition to this, we should 
lequire al>out IJ lakhs for an approach road t<» connect llastie Road 
with Barrackpur Road. Thciefore, we effect a veiy great saving if it 
is done now. I do not w'unt to si)eak aliout the advantage of thes*' 
roadways; that wa.s distmssed and appi-^ived. As you wdll remember, 
W’hen we were discu-ssing merely the strengthening of the bridge to 
pravide for roads for the future, even the (Calcutta (Vjiporation went 
further than we did; they said that the roads should l»e made nt once. 

I think, therefore, w'c are justified in going ahead with the scheme. It 
w’ill, of course, l>e said that it mcaiis a lot of money and that we cannot 
afford it, but in this connection I may say that we do not pmpose to 
add to the expenditure of the pn>vince. We have a normal provision 
of about a more of rupees for public works, and we aje prepared to meet 
the cost of the loan now proposed out of that grant. Wc should not 
thus be adding to the provincial expenditure. It will be met fiom the 
present grant for public works, and the cost will be debited that head 
without adding to the expenditure for the period during which the loan 
ruas. 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: May I ask the Hon ble Member, 
whether he means that for the next 50 years the interest and the sinking 
fund will be met out of the Public Works Budget? 

Tlli HonlMff Sir 4 AMES DONALD: We shall not add to the Public 
Works grant to meet this expenditure? 

BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: How can we <?ommit the Public 
Works Department to such a large expenditure and for such a long 
time? 

Tilt Sir 4AMES DONALD: the Government agree to 

take this step, they must be relied on to abide by this decision. I ne<^ 
not thi^ afternoon say anything more than what I have already said, 
and I formally move the resolution.

Rai HAReNDRANATH dHAUDHURll May I rite to a poiat of 
order? Should not the amendments be taken up hret before the geneiut 
discussion takes place? 

Mr. PRESIDENT : I am told that it will be a matter of convenience 
if Babu Nalixiiranjan Sarker be allowed to make his general observa- 
tions on the resolution itself. 


EMui NALINIRANJAN BARKER; This is now the third attempt 
of Sir James Donald to impose on the revenues of Bengal the burden 
of the cost of the roadways on the proposed Bally Railway Bridge* 
His first attempt was made in December, 1925, when he moved a 
resolution to ascertain the opinion of this Council thereon. But as 
the Council, irrespective of party labels, turned out to be unmiatake- 
ably hostile, he had to bide his time and resort to tactical devices in 
order to commence driving in the thin end of the wedge. On the 
next occasion, in February, he persuaded the Council to disregard our 
opposition and agree to an initial grant of Rs. 10 lakhs just for the 
purpose of making the main girders of the railway bridge strong 
enough to carry roadways if at some future date their construction 
was found to be necessary. His idea was that if we fail to utilW 
this opportunity to make such a provision, the cost of constnictipg a 
separate bridge for ordinary traffic over the (langes would be unbear- 
ably heavy. At that time, the Hon’ble Finance Meml>er was satis- 
fied with this contribution of Rs. 10 lakhs, and he was trood enough 
to admit that “ the roads and footpaths need not he made til! the need 
is more insistent and funds perhaps moi-e readily available.*’ I'his, 
as I said, was in February, 192f>. Nothing has subsequently cccurreil 
to show that the two conditions then laid down have be^^n fulfilled. 
What has grown more insistent is not the need for the loadways but 
the demand of the Finance Meml)ei. To meet his own condition of 
the i*eady availability of funds he pniposes a loan scheme which evades 
the responsibility of immediately finding the full amount of Rs. ^16 
lakhs by imposing on t^he revenues of Bengal the burden of an annual 
contribution of Rs. 2 lakhs for a period of 50 years. In other word#, 
instead of paying Rs. 06 lakhs, we shall have to pay Rs. 1 crore and 
that for a pur|)ose of at best doubtful utility. This is indeed a very 
good example of readily available funds, but this same means has 
alarays l>een open to the Hon’ble Finance Member, and I do not «ee 
what improvement the Hoii’ble Member finds in the financial aspect 
of the question. Regarding the intrinsic merit of the whole qu^tion 
he has not. 1 repeat, been able to make out a case for any immediate 
need for these roadways over the bridge. But he is now tiyingf to 
frighten the House into acquiescence by pointing, firstly, to the 
danger of an extra sum of over Rs. 11 lakhs becoming neceseaiy, if 
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coiwtnictioii of the roadways be postponed until after tbe comple* 
of tbe railway bridge, and, secondly, to the barrenness of the 
irevious investment of fis. 10 lakhs. This weapon, the only one that 
Sir James finds handy, is unfortunately blunt. Had it really any 
edge, that would have been apparent at the time when he had to W 
content with Us. 10 lakhs. 

How, Sir, a scheme involving such a heavy expemlitui*e as is now 
proposed must at least satisfy one of the two conditions. That is, it 
must either satisfy an urgent existing need, or it mus* eventually help 
the material development of the l(»cality to a degree < ommensurate 
with this heavy expenditure. Or, at least, it must W |K)ssible for ita 
advoc^ates to establish that within a definite period, say si.x or seven 
years, the roadways over the bridge will have )>e<‘ome such a pressing 
necessity that u saving of Rs. 11 lakhs by constructing the rmtdways 
earlier is a question of serious (onsideration. 

Now, if the roadway.s are (oustructed, they will be convenience 
only to the small ninnlH^r of persons who cross the river between Rally 
and Baranagore and the places near almut. But the large mass of 
men and goods proceeding to and returning from Calcutta will always 
prefer to cross the river by the Howrah Bridge, as the business ucti* 
vities of Calcutta are mostly confined to places near about this bridge, 
and as it is also the connecting link between the two big railway station# 
of Calcutta which influen<e the largest trafiic. Neither Bally, nor 
Baranagore, nor any other of the places round ulmut them ai'e business 
centres of any importance, which can influence traflSc of an.^ consider- 
able sixe. The little traffic, if any, thot exists in these b>j?aIitieH is 
purely local and the proposed expenditure would be out of all propor- 
tion thereto. Then again, what chance is there that, if the loadway# 
were made, the business centres of Calcutta would shift to the north 
round about the bridge at Bully I' Or that, immediately the road- 
ways are laid, new centres of busines.^ will spring up there}' 8o long 
as the existing business centres thrive in their piwsent place, and so 
long as the Howrah and the Sealdah stations retain their present 
importance and all the principal Docks are near the Howrah Bridge, 
that can never happen. No doubt, there are large industrial area# 
on both sides of the Ganges between Cal(‘utta and Baranagore on this 
bank and Howrah and Bally on the other. But they derive their 
supplies from and send their goods to Calcutta. The inter-<*oinmuni- 
cratioB between the various mills on the opposite banks is too little 
to necwsitate a roadway over this bridge. It will be seen, tbereforef 
that the suburbs can develop as circ'umstances demand along etiher 
bank, withont requiring a bridge for other than railway tratto across 
the river at a place so distant from the Calcutta business centres as 
BaUy. 

It has also been argued that there is no other instance of a big 
city like Calcutta bebg served by one bridge, and the case of Londoii 
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ift dted to ostaWkli tlio utility of iiumbet8*of bridgos. This wigiiflMlit 
miglkt bare bad aoiue weight if urged in favour of having additional 
bridges within the limits of Calcutta iteelf, although so far as I am 
aware conditions here are by no means the same as in London, nor 
has Calcutta the former’s financial solvency. The bulk of business 
here is practically centralised, as I have said, in the vicinity of the 
existing bridge which also connects the principal stations of the two 
main railways which carry the traffic to and from Calcutta. The 
Docks are served by three railways, two having direct communicati<jn 
already, and the Bengal-Nagpur Railway having its train ferries. 
The scheme, therefore, cannot but seem to us to be more of a decorative 
and spectacular nature; unless, of course, its real nature remains undis- 
closed — military', for instance — or something that the Governnleut is 
either unwilling or afraid to acquaint us with. That is, perhaps, why 
we find it difficult to understand the lightheaHed way in which the 
Finance Memlwr proposes to us to hang down our six-penoes to pay 
for chickens before they are hatched. 

Then, with regard to the increased cost of Rs. 11 lakhs referred 
to by the Hon’ble Member, I would point out that if the roadways 
do not (as they cannot) become urgently neressary within, say, 10 
years or more, we shall have saved by the end of that period over 
Rs. 13 lakhs by way of interest on Rs. 2G lakhs. So there is no 
danger of future increased costs in the policy of caution that we 
advocate. Moreover, when Calcutta Womes “ the first industrial 
and commercial area stretching miles up and down the Hooghly on 
both sides of the river,” which the feHile imagination of the Hon’ble 
the Finance Member is already able to visualise, this extra cost of 
Rh. 11 lakhs should then be found with far less difficulty than what we 
shall now encounter in paying even Rs. 2 lakhs per year for 50 years. 

With regard to the argument that Rs. 10 lakhs ali'eady spent 
will reinnin useless without this further expenditure, that fact was 
w’ell known when the sanction was accorded. Because a provision is 
wade for a future contingency that may arise, why should we hasten 
again to anticipate the contingency liefore it has arisen? When tl*«‘ 
grow'ing traffic demands it, the pi’eviously sanctioned Rs. 10 lakhs will 
put us in a jKisition to tneet it cheaply. So far, so good; but no one 
has yet contended that the traffic has now come up to that stage. 

It is a common experience for us, Sir, when themes of develop- 
ment are proposed on the ti-ansfen-ed side of the Budget for the urgent 
amelioration of the condition of the people, the Hon ’hie the Finaiiee 
Member out of his stern sense of duty never fails to confront us wRh 
various finantdal difficulties. But in the present instance, be is 
prepared to pi so far as to mt down the Public Works Bepartment 
Budget in order to provide for the sum of Rs. 2 lakhs every year lor 
50 years for financing this loan for the roadways on the Bally Bridge^ 
If we in Bengal are calculating, I am told* they are more to in Sootlaiid,. 
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passes my understanding?, therefore, is the ease with which our 
.^uti^mment, under Scottish gruidance, has grown infatuated with a 
eoedy and merely 8pe(*tacular scheme like the one in hand. 1 cannot 
help repeating what I have so often said before, that if the Hon^ble 
the Finance Member would only show the same enthusiasm and the 
same spirit of accommodation in regard to schemes that have a direct 
bearing on the welfare and pi-ogress of the people, his aeal in dis- 
charging his duties would remain in this country as a greatfu! remem- 
brance. Imposing schemes like Imihliugs with stone-facing and large 
bridges and specious roads may be very cheap in the hmg run com- 
pared to alteniative schemes, but where the dearth of money for more 
pressing schemes of urgent public l>enefit needs must put them out- 
side the pale of serious consideration, it is no good dwelling on their 
other merits. What is it to a peasant if a KcjU’s Hoyce 1 h* jgoiug at 
half price? For him, perforce, the hulloek-cart is the betfer vehicle. 

If the Finance Member can raise a loan of Us. JiO lakhs and make 
u sufficient provision for tlie same, I ask why he should not do it, 
first and foremost, for improving the cornmuiiicatious in the districts, 
and thus increasin^r the economic well-being of the people? The 
expenditure of such a sum in the districts would not only l)enefit far 
larger numlwrs, but would give us a much Wtter harvest of permanent 
well-being compared to the expenditure. 

With these words I would reciuest the members of this House to 
throw out this motion. 

Rai HARENORANATH CHAUDHURI: Sir, in Fehrunry, 
the Hon’ble Sir James Donald induced the Council to vote with him 
on his resolution for Rs. 10 lakhs in <‘onne(‘tion with certain pnivisions 
to be made in the proposed Rally Rridge for the future construction 
of certain roadways and timtpaths. We voted against the (fovern- 
ment resolution at the time, but the majority of the members of this 
House were induced by the Hon’ble MemWr to vote with him on 
spe<‘iou8 promises — how' specdous they were, I intend to show presently 
by quoting from his si>eech made in this Council in February, 192(i. 

6 p.ii. 

In the fii-st pbu e, I desire to point out that the Hqn’hle Member now 
proposes to raise a loan of Rs. 't6| lakhs, but in February, 1920, he told 
the Council that the maximum expenditure in this connection would 1 m^ 
R». 32 lakhs, and not more. T^et me quote from his speech : — 

“Now, if you take advantage of the construction of the railway 
bridge at Baily, the whole cost of two ixiadways and two footpaths 
from Bally across the river right up to the Barrackpore Trunk Road 
will be about Ks. 32 lakhs only. But if Its. 10 lakhs are provided now, 
we can ensure the eventual con.Htruction of*a means of communication 

0 
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over the Hoofhly between the Bally and the Barraekpore Tmnk E^d 
lor another Ek. 22 lakhs, instead of having* eventually to spend about 
Rs. 2 crores. ” 

Thus, it will be seen his estimate in Februaij, 1926, was Rs. 32 lakhs, 
Mu(‘h water has down down the Ganges in the meantime, and it is just 
beeause of that probably that his revised estimate now comes up to 
Es. MtJJ lakhs. 

^J^ext he induced the (^mindl to vote with him by assuring us that it 
w’ould not be necessary to spend all the moiicv now — not even the 
Rs. 10 lakhs which was the subject matter of his resolution. Let me 
quote his exact words again. He said: — 

“It wouhl not \w necessary to spend Rs. 10 lakhs now, nor it is 
necessary to put down all the money for the new scheme. All that is 
now wanted is that the payment of Rs. 10 lakhs in the next few veal’s 
will eventually make the scheme a cheap one.” 

I ask the Couiu'il to note this language : “ Rs. 10 lakhs in the next 
few years” — not this year, but in the next few years — “ will eventually 
make the scheme a cheap one.” “The roads and footpaths ” he w'ent on 
need not be made till the need is more insistent and funds perhaps 
more readily available.” Nobody could imagine at the time that “the 
need will be insistent ” in a few months and so soon the Hon’ble Sir 
James Donald would come before the (\)uncil to propose that 
immediately a loan of Rs. dt)] lakhs should be sanctioned. Pray don’t 
think that the Hon’ble Member’s estimate in February, 1926, was the 
first and a rough estimate, for he was careful to observe that “the 
pmject has been revised as regards the approaches, since I spoke on the 
question last December, and the figure for tlie whole comjdete scheme 
for roads and fotitways from Bally to Barraekpore Trunk R<»ad is 
Rs. 62 lakhs.” Again, he was careful to reassure the House: “But 
I may nqwat that all this will not be spent now’. It will suffice if we 
take advantage of the bargain that we have in our hands and commit 
ourselves to the expenditure necessary to adapt the bridge to carry the 
roads whenever it is desiiyd to construct them.” Evidently in distant 
future. 

A word about the Council’s Commitment. In reply to Maulvi 
Wahed Hossain’s remark, the Hon’hle Member said : “ As to the 
remarks of Maulvi Wahed Hossain, Rs. 10 lakhs has been given to me 
ns the maximum for this immediate commitment.” So the Council 
need not be afniid at all that they are cominitted to an expenditure of 
Rs. 60 or 66 lakhs. Sir James Donald believed at the time that the 
Council was (Hunraitted to nothing more than a provision of Rs. 10 
lakha — ^Rs. 10 lakhs not even to be spent immediately but of which 
only R«. 6 lakhs will have to be spent in 1927 and Rs. 4 lakhs thereafter. 
And as for the other Rs. lakhs for the construction of the roadways 
and fotdpatbs, “ it is not unlikely,” the Hon’ble Member said, “ that 
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thk igTire will diminish as time (toes on.” Yes. the 'has dimin- 

ished indeed. So mkih it has heroine Bs. ,{61 lakhs. Be that ns it 
way, it ise\id<^nt, Sir, that when the Council voted on the Bally Bridj^'e 
in Februarj", 1926, it voted on the distinct understanding that not more 
than Rs. 10 lakhs would be re(|uiit*d for immediate payment, t.c,, in 
the next few yeai*s to conn*. Ihe Council could not, frtitn a ningle 
statement that was made by the ITon’ble Member at the time, imagine 
that they woiiM he asked to vote a loan of Bs. .*161 lakh.< for the Bally 
Bridge within a few months' time. The motion, therefoiv, seems to me 
nothing short of a proposal whit h is directly <-ontradictor)- to the prt»posuI 
that was made by the llon’lde Member in Februai-j', 1926, and I hope, 
now that it has been amply proved by the lapse of time that we wei*e 
quite justified in going against the (loveriinient resolution in February, 
1926, that the Council will follow us even now in this mutter and will 
not be deluded by the Hon’lile Member to commit the piY)vin<’e to a 
loan of Rs. d6} lakhs far the Bally Bridge. 


Mr. PRESIDENT: Mr. Bose, I find there is an amendment against 
your name. 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: I do not \«aiit to move that amend- 
ment. I want to speak on the main residution. 

The following amendment was, » therefore, not moved: — 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE to move, hy way of aiiiendmeiit, 
that in the motion of the llon’lde Sir James Donald, for the words and 
figures “ Rs. 66^ lakhs *’ the words and figures “ Ks.

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: Sir, as a iiiau of Calcutta, I should 
really Ik* glad if in addition to the Howrah Bridge there were 20 bridges 
aver the Ganges near alMiut Calcutta, provided that the sacred river is 
not silted up. But the question is, so far as this resolutimi of Sir James 
Donald is concerned, whether the time for a second bridge has come and 
whether this Council should allow him to float a loan of Rs. dfij lakhs. 
There is one bridge at Howrah, and after 160 years of, British rule that 
.me bridge is still serving tbe purposes of Calcutta and its trade. 

[ do not, Sir, want to raise petty difficulties or make suggestions which 
»re not of much importance before the House at the present moment. 
The note circulated to us by the Hon’ble Sir James Donald says that 
unless this amount is raised now and the footpaths and bridge 
ipproaches are made now 

Tilt Sir jAlfEB DOtfALOl May I a»k what is the state- 

went the hon^ble member is referreing toP 
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BmIhi BC«I0Y KRISHNA BOSEs I have got a statement sent to me 
by Mr. G. S. Butt, (bivernment whip, and I find from that note which 
is addressed to me by miiiie that as the engineers are on the spot 

Thu HtM’ble Sir JAMES DONALD: But where is it stated that 
money required is to be raised now? 

Babli BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: You want this House to authorise 
a loan of Us. d()| lakhs on the ground that unless Government is 
authorised to raise the loan now, the future expenditure would exceed 
Rh. db} lakhs by Rs. 11 lakhs more, because the engineers are there now 
and tools and implements have been assembled, and if in one contract 
4‘ei‘iain items are included it would be cheaper. What I want to 
impi-esH on the House is this — there was a letter fnmi the Agent, East 
Indian Railway, sent to the Department of Finance. I am not much 
impressed with the figures referred to by the authorities. If you refer 
to the speech of the Hon’ble Sir James Donald in December, 19*^'), it 
will be seen, he said that tlie estimate that was sent by the railway 
authorities to him in 1925 provided for an exj)enditure of Rs. 126 lakhs 
for the cost of the two roadways and the two footpaths over the bridge. 
Subsequently, in their next correspondence, this amount of Rs. 126 
lakhs came down to Rs. -16 lakhs, and we were told that this was due to 
the pri<*e of the .steel falling d(»wn considerably. lOven then the cautious 
Finance Member was not agreealile to enter into that pi*oject as this 
w'as too much. In December, 1925, w'hen this question was brought 
before the House, it was rejeited. Then in 1926, as Rai Harendra- 
nath Chaudhuri has stated, on the 25th February, Sir James Donald 
gave U.S sj)ecifically t(» understand that Rs. 19 lakhs would be 
immediately necessary, of which one-half would be spent in 1927 and 
the other half in 1928. Now' w'hut has arisen since February, 1926, 
that Sir James Df>uuld has again come l>efore us and says that unless 
we authorise Government to sanction the raising of u loan of Rs. 361 
lakhs, the whole thing would <‘ollapse or something of that sort will 
hap{)en? Now’ w’ith regard to the other commitment, namely, the 
making ot the footways and roads, all that we were told was that it 
would be made us the demand lHH‘ame “ insistent.” We do not know 
anything about it yet and we were further told that they w'ould be taken 
up when the iiuuiey would l)e ** readily available.” Is the money 
readily available now ? If so, what assurance cun the Finance Member 
give us as to what nn>ney is i*eadily available for the nation-building 
dejmrtiuents as well? T can assure the House that that bogie or threat 
of a further expenditure of Rs. 11 lakhs in future unless provision i# 
made now will not put us off our balance, bei ause w ho knows that in the 
future the amount would not l>e less. If Government now raise a loan 
of Rs. 36} lakhs, Gi^vernment will have to spend Rs. 2 li^khs in interest 
nncl sinking fund charges every year. In 10 years it will be Ha. 20 
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lal^ in 15 years Rs. 30 lakhs; therefore, no case has been made out 
as to why this House should authorise Goveninient to raise u loan of 
Its. 361 Government proceed with Rs, 10 lakiis ulreiuly 

ffiven and then in the future, when the places round alKiut Rally heei>me 
trade centres and there is a demand for the madways, at that time the 
House will apain consider the ^rant of a further demaml. But as at 
present advised, I do not think this House oujarht to allow the Finance 
Member to raise the loan.

Mfn A* MARRS I should like to impress u|h»ii this lloti-«e the 
importance of this bridjre and, further, that in my opinion it is urgently 
needed. This is specially so. havinp rejfard to the ('oiiimunieatjonH 
between Calcutta and the northern part of the province. The Iiitpi'ove- 
meiit Trust have completed the (Miittaranjan Avenue as far as Beadon 
Street. We are now en/<aji:ed on extendiiiji^ it to Grey Street. Fnmi 
there it will ultimately K‘> ('hifpore Brid^re. By the lime that 

work is completed, we are practically certain to have a new wide ('hit- 
pore Briilfre completed. The Lockjjate Road will then be open and, if 
the Bally Bridge can only 1 h* completed alnuit the same time, we shall 
have an avenue lij^ht fnun the south of the town through the whole of 
(Calcutta and acri^ss the river to the northern parts of the pi't»vince. 

Dr« BIDHAN CHANDRA ROYS May 1 ask the hoiCble memlier 
how lon^f does he think it will take this main thormijrhfure — Central 
Avenue — to reach Hajfhazar and further onF 

Mr. A. MARR: For the section fn»m Beadon Street to Grey Street 
some pi*ovision will be made in the next year’s Impniveinent Trust 
Budffet to start that work. The moment it is started, it will he pushed 
through as fast as jwissihle. While that section is ffoiiif; on, the next 
section from (irey Strt*et to Shamhaxar w ill be token up, and while that 
section is goiiifiC on the section fitun Shambaxar to the Chit|M»re Bridire 
will la* taken up. I reckon that probably in six years’ time that work 
will be well on. The Chitpore Bridjfe will have to he w’idened, whieh 
means that a new bridge will have to l>e constructed in spite of the 
quarrel with the (Corporation. This will take certainly 2j years. 
that, if all this pn>gramme is gone through, we shall la* able by the 
lime the Bally Bridge is finished — the Bally Bridge is exjM»cted to take 
4 to 5 yean^ti) push on with the rest of the prfigraiiiine. I do not 
think anyone can deny that all the main trafl[ic to the north will take 
advantage of this road and will abandon the Howrah Bri<!ge and Howrah 
altogether. We have already seen, since the Chittaranjan Avenue haa 
been open up to Manicktallah Spur, what a great increase in motor 
traffic* there ha^t tieen along this road. At the present uioment, the 
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j^otor tra% is kajadicapped ^ a great extept by the nai^w Barrack- 
pore Bridge and by the clogure of the Ctitpoip Brid^. ^hen these 
two bridges are reconstructed, this will open out great possibilities of 
development. Therefore, I strongly urge upon this House the great 
necessary of taking this project in hand. 

^r. BIDHAN CHANPBA ROY: May I ask the hon'ble member 
how’ long will it take to widen the Bari*ackpore Road? 

Mr. A. MARR: The liockgate Road joins the Chitpore Bridge to 
the Barrackpore Trunk Road. The Barrackpore Road is a matter for 
the (bivernment and not for the Trust. 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY: When this question came up on 
ihe last occasion, I objected to it on what I may sav the question of 
principle, fn the first place, I entirely agree with the Hon’ble Sir 
James Donald when he says that if you have got to get it through, 
w’hy not commit yourself to an amount if you find that tluit would mean 
less expenditure than in future. Some years ago, when I started 
practice, I bought a piece of land near the junction of Dhurrumtollah 
and Wellington Street. My engineer told me that if I took the adjoin- 
ing plot of land of 5 cottuhs probably later on, it would lie cheaper 
in the long run and w'ould be much more paying. But I am surprised 
to find that an u.stute financier like Sir James Donald should try to 
commit the Council to an expenditure at this stage until he has been 
able to prove the first proposition that was put Wfore us, and that is 
that there has l>een an insistent demand for this bridge. May I ask 
the Ilon’ble Member whether there has been any demand on either 
side of the river Hooghly — I mean fiom such areas as Baranagar, 
Kamarhati, Bully, etc. May I ask the Ilon'ble MemlH*r whether there 
was any public meeting, except the one which was held at the Rotary 
Club and whi(‘h, 1 take it, w*us held in the interest of a particular 
section — I am going to refer to it presently — of any sort where the 
majority of the Indians hud expressed any opinion in the matter? May 
I also ask the Hon’ble Meml>er again whether it would not have been 
much more fair to us if, when he asked for Rs. 10 lakhs last year, he 
bad asked the engineer to give us a complete cost of the scheme and to 
make the researches which he has done now so that we could have then 
known what we w^ere going to be committed to. There is a Bengali 
maxim — CFtVI, Vfvf — which means that 3’ou give an 

inch and you take a yard. We object to it, because we feel that the 
prtivincial revenues ought imt to be mortgaged as it were for a certain 
l^eriod for purjwsea of the development of the areas on either side 
of the bridge. Mr. Mart has just now told us that it would take 8j years 
to complete the Trust operation#, and although he has given us 
assurance that the work will be done as quickly as possible, frcpi our 
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expeneace of the Tnwt operations we can safely take it as 15 years. 
Tk^fore, until that j^ear coriies eren oh his own showinjr not only 
will the demand not l»e there, but at the saihe time you will not have 
aufbient demand for roadways to the Bally Bridge. There are .two 
wa^^ from a'hich to look at the question — either create a demand 

for providing a supply or you wait for the demand and then you give 
the supply. If I followed Sir Juiucm Donald's spee^'h corrtH'tly. I 
thought he would wait till there was a demand and then he woub! l>e 
prepared to supply. But Mi. Mai r wants to gt> on with these madwaj^ 
which he thinks would be completed in 8A years' time as more people 
would be using them. 

The next point which I want to impress on the House is this: The 
HonMile Sir .Tames Donald has said that he will not take u loan as it 
were, but he will take R.s. 2 lakhs out of the grant of the Publii* Works 
Department for (he next .'ll) years. If I am- wrong 1 will stand 
corrected. What I heard him say is this : That this Bs. 2 lakhs will 
be paid out of (he gian( wliich is given (o the J*ublic Works Depart- 
ment, and I fail to see how he cun assure us that for (he nex( 50 yeani 
the amount of the grant that will be given to the Public Works Depart- 
ment will remain the same and Hs. 2 lakhs taken out of it or the 
amount will increase by Ks 2 lakhs and (hen (his Hs. 2 lakhs will go 
towards imying interest and sinking fund charges. This, I am quite 
sure Sir James Donald underst.mds. is tuntumount to giving with one 
hand and taking it away with another. You ask for an extra grant 
next year and then y(»u say, I am paying this out of the Pulilic M orks 
Department grunt. 

My last point is that, as far as I am aware, only the inill-ownern 
on either side of the Hooghly will be benefited by this scheme, as their 
goods have got to go across the river from one .^ide to the other. There- 
fore, I fail to see why if it is to meet a local demand among a certain 
<'lass of people, that particular class <»f people should not lie called 
upon to contril)Ute to a certain extent tow'ards the construction of road- 
ways and pathways U}K)n the Bally Bridge. Theiefoie, Sir, on these 
grounds I regret to say that in spite of the very illuminating letter 
that has l>een sent round to us by Mr. Dutt, I fail to bring myself to 
agree to this grant which has been asked for the Bally Bridge. 

Dr. FRAMATHANATH BANERJEA: Sir. the oppo.Hition to this 
demand has been led by two of niy friends, Hai Harendrunath (^hnudburi 
and Dr. Bidhan Chandra Krjy. I am very sorry to find that ladh these 

gentlemen are devoid of a sense of humour. Roi Harendranath 

Chandhurt made a somewhat long spee<‘h, which w'as full of facts, and 
fiipires. He based his opposition to the demand on several important 
iritmnds. But I find that he ha» taken the Government a bit too 

ienonsly. Hi» first objection is that Sir Janies Donald is inconsistont 
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in his attitude. Well, .supposing that is so, how can you prevent it? 
Inconsintency has never been regarded as a vice by Goveraraent, nor 
has constituency l>een regarded as a virtue. Secondly, Rai Harendra- 
natfi Chaudhuri has told us that Goveminent is breaking its promises. 
Does not Rai Harendranath Chaudhuii remember the wonis of the late 
Sir Surendranath Banerjea who used very often to say, “ The historj^ 
of British administration in India is strewn broadcast with fragments 
of broken pledges?” Thirdly, my friend says that the Government has 
increased the estimate from Rs. laklis to Rs. dtij lakhs; but what 
does it matter? It is only a quest i(m of Rs. 4} lakhs. And is it not 
a paltry sum for a rich province like Bengal? Ijastly, my friend says 
that theie are so many other and more desirable projects on which this 
immey could 1m* spent. But he forgets that the relative importance of 
the various subjects has never ap))ealed to Government. So, I am very 
sorry that my friend has used arguments which will never appeal to 
a (kmneil constituted like ours. My friend, Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy, 
has also made a fairly long speech, trying to prove that the pioject is 
not necessary. 

G-30 p.M. 

He has asked the (juestion : Have the Indian inhabitants on lM)th 
sides of the Bhagirathi asked for the bridge? But that is neither here 
nor there. It is not in the interests of the Indian inhabitants that the 
roadways of the bridge are going to be built. My friend has answered 
his own (juestion by saying that they are going to be built in the 
interests of the mill-owners. The mill-<»wneis have come to exploit the 
country; and if the roadways are to be made in their interests, why 
should there Iw any objection? 

Tht Hon’blt Sir JAMES DONALD: I should like to make the posi* 
tion clear. Some membei-s appear to be under the impression that this 
money is wanted at once. This is not so. It is a proposal that we 
should raise a loan to meet a commitment. Of the total money 
retpiired (Rs. lakhs) w'e are ahvady committed to a part, that is 

Rs. 10 lakhs, and at any rate, we shall have to provide for this Rs. 10 
lakhs. I have made this demand for Rs. ‘»(i| lakhs, which includes our 
commitment of Rs. 10 lakhs. I have put it all together to show the 
total amount. The jwsition is that if we want the roadways now, we 
must say so now, while cfmstruction is going on. We do not want the 
money now; it will lie paid as it is wanted; the payments will be spread 
over 4 to 5 years as reijuired. As ivgurds the reference to my remarks 
on the “insistent demand” I may say that although we were not sure 
W'hen the demand for the i*onstruction of these roadways would be 
made, we hav^ now been told by the engineers engaged in the construc- 
tion of the blndge that this is the apprtipriate time, because if we do 
not build these itmdways now, we will lie landed with a much heavier 
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sxpuiditiire. later on, and would be put to very much inc'onveiuem'e. 

[t i9 for this reason that w^e ask the Council to ajriee to commit them- 
selvaa to the expenditure. 

As regards the remarks in reference to the certainty that (loverutnent 
will abide by the decision to meet the exf>euditure entailed fiom the 
norma! Public Works Department allotment, I would point out that • 
this Council, which vote^ the Public W<uks Department grant annually 
has it in its power to see that this undertaking is fulfilled. 

It has l>een said that I hud stated (hat the whole cost of the scheme 
would be not more thai» Us, lakhs. I never made such a statement. 

I used the words alnuit Us. lakhs. Well, there are always some 
changes in estimates owing to factors which were unforeseen. And it 
is well known how estimates and awards for laiul ac<|ui'<iti(>n vary »u»d 
many awards even undergo alteration at vatious stages, Sui’h awards 
are usually larger than the estimates on which a pr(»jecl is based, and 
that is what has hap])ened in this case. And to some extent the 
estimates are now more dtdailed, and we kiu)W more ac<*urntely the 
estimated cost. 

Then there is another point. This bridge is nee<led for the con- 
venience (jf (’alcutta. possibly, s(uue of you have noticed in the papers 
the inconvenience that will shortly W experienced on the Howrah 
Bridge now that the l)ridge iis under repair. You will thus see how 
urgently another bridge is retpiiied for Calcutta. It has been said that 
there is no demand from Indians for this bridge, that this bridge is 
not needed for the Indian inhabitants, hut for the convenience of the mill- 
ow'ners. May I repeat again that the Calcutta Corpoi'ation wae strongly 
of opinion that roadways for foot traffic should l)e prf>vided on the Bally 
Bridge. The Corporation itself considered that the Bally Bridge waa 
ne<'€WRar>’ for the convenience of Calcutta. Tailless we raise this loan, 
how ran we meet the wishes of the ('orj)orafion regarding these naid- 
w’aysj' I would again strongly impress on the Council the desirability 
of agreeing to this proposal.

CoYMimitiit Bills. 

Tht Btngal BorsUI SehooU Bill, 1927. 

TM Honlile Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadtir, af 
Nadias I beg to introduce a Bill to make pi'ovision for the et«iuhliKhnient 
and regulation of Borstal Sch(H>ls for the detention and training of 
adolescent offenders. 

The Secretary then read the short title of the Bill. 

The Hon’bla Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, af 
Nadia: I beg to move that the Bengal Borstal S< ho<ils Bill l>e taken into 
consideration. 

In doing so. Sir, I shall confine myself only to a Hh(ut statement. 

The Indian Jail Committee have said with regard to the adolescent 
criminal that “ the increasing amount of freedom enjoye<l, the gradual 
weakening of home resfraints and the development of the sexual 
instinct (*omhine to make this the most (‘riticul period of life, when tlie 
mind is specially sus<'eptihle to fresh impressions and when it is pecu* 
liarly important to prevent hahits of immorality and crime from l>eing 
formed.” It has been long ago recognised that in India sufficient atten- 
tion has not been paid to the juvenile offender. At present, Bengal is 
behind other provinces in this respect, espei ially Madras, M’here mueh 
more attention ha-* been given to reformatory tmitment and ufter-<’ure 
of prisoners. The object of the Borstal Schools Bill is to pnivide for 
the detention of adolescent offenders in a Borstal institution instead of 
in jail, for their training in that institution and for their after-i’ure on 
release. Prisoners are to he treated as adolescents between the ages of 
1() and 21. At present, there is no special pnivision for offenders 
between these ages. 

rndei the Bengal Children’s Act, 1922, which has been applied now 
to Calcutta, Howrah and certain suburban areas, offenders under the 
age of 14 can be sent to an industrial sch<»ol, and those Wtween 14 and 
Iff to a Reformatory ScIhmiI. The Juvenile Jail, Alipore, has recently 
been converted into an Industrial and a Reformatory School (separate 
schools!. These scIumJs receive young offenders fl*om the Oriminal 
Courts having jurisdiction in the ui‘eas to w'hich the Act has l>een 
applied. 

In other parts of Bengal, the Reforiiiatoi-y Sehmds Act, 1H97, applies, 
by which youthful offenders (which in this Act is defined as those 
under 15) can be .sent to the Reformatory fh hool at Hazaribagh (Bihar 
and Orissa). But except in the area to which the Children’s A<*t has 
been extended, there is no special provision for offenders under 14. 
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Ah regardn (jffenders betwaeiulfi ami 21, there is no special provision 
at present. It is to remedy this deficiency that the present Bill is 
introduced. 

The Bill, if passed, will put on a proper basis the school which has 
already been established at Bankura for offenders between 10 and 21. 
As at present established, it is in the nature of a special jail run on the 
lines of a Befonnatorj' School. Tender the Borstal Schools Act, it will 
become a Borstal School for the reformation of adolescent offenders who 
will be sent there from all parts of Benjfal. 

The idea of the Borstal institution comes from England. Borstal is, 
in fact, the name of a small town in Kent where such a system was first 
tried, and ever since, this system has been known all over the world as 
the “ Borstal ” system. There are at present four such institutions in 
England, three for boys and one for girls, and the number of inmates 
is over a thousand. In England young offenders with criminal tenden- 
cies, between the ages of Ui and 21, are sent to su(di institutions by 
order of a Judge of the High (’ourt or a (’ourt of Quarter Sessions. 
Most of those s<*nt to Borstal institutions have been convicted more than 
once, many are mentally tainted or weak-minded, and nearly all have 
poor physique. The iiiaxiinum sentence in England is 3 years and the 
minimum two. It has been found by experience in England that at 
least two years’ detention is necessary to produce good results. A very 
thorough industrial training is given, as well as primary education and 
indoor and outd(K)r games. 

At the end of the period of training, they are let out on license, the 
peri<Kl of li<‘ense usually covering two years. During this period, they 
come under the cure of the Borstal Associatitm who endeavcmr to find 
employment for them, act as their friends and helpers and also under- 
take to see that the licenses under which the lads are discharged are 
()l»eyed. 

This Ass<M*iation is a charitable ass<M*iation recognised and helped, 
financially and otherwise, by the British Govemment. It jwrforraH a 
very important function, as a youth after passing through a Borstal 
School is in great need of friendly help and, without it, is very likely 
to relapse into crime. 

Such is the geneml system in Englantl. It has worked for several 
years with increasing success. The Assoidation claim to reform about 
70 per cent, of those who puss through their hands, which, considering 
the unpromising natui'e of the material, is u fairly good achievement. 

The provision for after-<ai*e of inmates distharged fmn the Borstal 
institutions in Great Britain is the most valuable feature of the English 
system. Now, the question is : How far it is {mssible to adopt such a 
system in Indian Well, Madras seems to have been successful to a very 
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gi'eai extent. In 1920, the ^fadraN Government converted the DiKtriot 
Jail nt Tanjore into a Borstal Si'hool, and it has now about 4o0 inmates, 
which are received there between the ages of 10 and 21. This school is 
constituted under the Madra< Borstal Schools Act, 192r>. and on this 
Act the present Bill has been very largely modelled. 

ITie after-care of lads discharged from the Tanjore ScloMd falls on 
the Madras Presidency Discharge<l Prisonei>' Aid Society which has 
numerous district committees. In 1924, the l)isiri«‘t fVmrnittee at 
Tanjore transformed itself into a B«)rstal Ass<M‘iation and now devotes 
itself especially to the after-care (»f Borstal boys. The problem of after- 
care of the lads is a very difhciilt problem in Bengal. It seems worth 
while noticing the method in which the problem is tackled in Madras. 
Tw’o months Itefore the ndease of each Borstal boy, intimation is given 
to the Secretary of the Borstal Ass(»ciation. Bovs who mjuire help are 
interviewed by the Secretary who at once d<>es his best to help them. 
In some cases, employment is frmmi for them in a public or j)rivate 
institution. In other cases, the hoy states the place whert* he wants to 
go, and intimation i»« sent to the District (^unmittee within whose 
jurisdiction the place is, and the boy is put under the cure of a proba- 
tion officer. Some such organization to look after these lads in what- 
ever pai*t of Bengal they may go is absolutely essential if the Borstal 
Schof>l treatment is to be n success. The great difficulties t(» be con- 
tended against are the apathy of the public and the reluctance of 
employers of labour to engage ex-<M»nvicts as sen'ants (»r workmen. 
There are many philaiithr<»pic activities in Bengal, and I cannot st^e w’hy 
this should not be one of them. Government renli-ne the importance 
of such (•rgunisatioii" and have pnnided in this year’s Bu<lget Hs. 11,(190 
for expenditure on the afterw’are of juvenile offenders, which the 
Council have voted. But so far the Government are puzzled how to 
spend the money. ITere i.s where public symputby and active co-opera- 
tion is essential. Tl is unfortunate that ^o fur there is no sign that any 
Association is w illing to take up this work. Tnless a lad <'un find friends 
and honest employment on release, it i.- hopeless to expect him to reform. 

The Inspector-General cd lbi<ons has already approached the Calcutta 
Prisoners’ Aid Smu’ety to ascertain whether that Sewiety could extend 
their operations S4> u.s to look after all or the great majority of youthful 
offenders, especially those release<l on license froI^ the Reformatory 
Institutions. It is regretted that the Society; has intimated its inability 
to cope with such a gigantic task. Government how'ever, still 

hopeful that this or some other 8^>ciety will undertake the work. 

I now appeal to you and, through you, to the Council, that the 
members w ill be good enough t(» see their w’ay to impart a feeling among 
their constituents that this Bill is absolutely essential if the Borstal 
institution is to Im a success, and I hope that they will help me and the 
(Jovemment to organise and build up such a school in this province. 
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Bibu BUOY KRISHNA BOSE: I freely acknowledge that the idea 
underlying the Bill is an extremely good one, but the Bill itself is 
not in a form which appeals to us. It has nuineit)us defects. All the 
same, I think I may speak out on behalf of my friends on this side 
that we are not going to oppose the Bill, though I am quite sure that 
this Act will require an amendment within a very short period of time. 

I had occasion to discuss with the Hon’ble Maharaja Bahadur on the 
various provisions of this Bill. But I stand in an unfortunate position 
in that I find myself muzzled and gagged by the Legislative Depart* 
merit which has informed me that the amendment of which I had given 
notice for the improvement of this Bill — as I thought — require the sane* 
tion of the Government of India and, ufi fortunately, there was not 
much time for me to get the sanction of the Government of India. 
Though I did not at all agree with the letter of the Department that 
amendments to certain Bills reipiire the sanction of the Government of 
India under section HtiA of the Government of India Act, I had no 
option but to submit. However, that is a large question, and I appeal 
to you us the custodian of our rights and privileges to say whether 
amendments to a Bill reijuire the sanction of the Government of India. 
There are rules which are culled “ Previous Sanction Rules ’* under 
which previous sanction of Bills is necessary, and there are piDvisions 
in those rules which say that if a Bill is shaped in a form in the Council 
which requires the sanction of the Government of India, the Governor 
of a province will reserve the Bill for the Governor-General to give 
his assent to it in the amended form. That is a point which I would 
leave to you to decide. 

So far as the Bill is concerned, it strikes me that one of the principal 
defects of the Bill is that there is no provision for the after-care of the 
adolescent offenders who will be discharged from the Borstal School. 

I do not think that Government will find money for more than one or 
two schools to start with. If I am not Tuistaken, the idea is to start a 
Borstal School in the Bunkura Jail where there would be aceommo* 
datiou for a limited numl>er of youngmen only. There are about 20 
to 22, (KK) prisoners I'eleased every year from the different jails in the 
province, and I am not quite sure if the number of offenders between 
the ages of 10 and 21. who are discharged from these jails, w’ould not 
he 4 to 5,000 H year. The amiinmodation in one such school is for 
240 boys only, but where would all these boys who had been convicted 
by the Magistrates remain? I do not know where they can remain 
until accommodation was found for them in the Bankura Jail. There* 
fore, there ought to lie a provision in this Bill for selecting several local 
jails in the province wheie these youngmen from the ages of 16 to 
<H)uld be kept apart from the adult prisoners and where, if not the full

system^ at least a oKnlifieil system of Borstal training might Ite given 
to tham. Even in the Madias Presidenry, there is a moditied Borstal 
institution in Taujore, but there is no such pi*ovisiou in this Bill. 

Then there is no provision for atter-<*are of the>e people who ui-e 
lisoharged from these Borstal Sehools. It might lie a g(H>d thing if, 
before these boys were discharged from the scIhmiI, the liispe<*tor- 
Genei-al of Prisons could communicate with their paivnts or lolafions, 
[>r if there l>e a non-official agency or uon-otficial ho<ly. <onsistiiig* of 
the Chairman of the Ijocal B(»ai(l, the President Panchayat or, if neees- 
4 ar>', the Cinde < Officer of the places of i-eNideme of these youngmen 
to take care of these lK)ys after their di'afiarge fitun the Boi-stal 
Schools. I think that this could l>e easily pif»vide<l for in the rules, 
is there is a clause in this Bill for making rules. I have looked up 
the Children’s Act of 1922. section 48 (//), which provides for the 
after-care of children after their discharge from jails. Why, Hinder 
this Bill, when passed into law, provision slumld not W made for 
iifteiM'are by means of rules I fail to understand. 1 submit. Sir, that 
the whole of the training given to theM* boys in the Borstal Sclund 
K'ould lie thrown away, if after discharge they drifted again into their 
Former career of crime; and it, after their dischurge, sav at the age of 
they are again convi<’te(l by a (’riminal Coiiii, I am i|uite sure they 
will Ih* sent to jail ami will have to mix with adult prisoners; so the 
whole training which might be given to them during the 9 or 4 years 
they are kept in the Borstal S»*hooI would he of no avail, and they 
iumld lie classed as a<lults and mixed with the latter in jails. Thei’e- 
fore, 1 think theie ought to have been some provision for uflei-iaie. 1 
would not object to this Bill lieing passed, but samdion might be 
•btaiued by the Department from the Government of India, if iieces- 
miT, under the Act for amending the Bill i»n the lines pitiponeil by the 
several amendments that have been tabled and for making the neces- 
sary pjovisioii for after-care and for the starting of modified Borstal 
S<’hiK>ls in selected Imal jails, l shall not trench on the jiointii raiseil 
ill the several amendments which will lie discussed to-morrow, but on 
the general principles I think there are three jniints which the Hon’ble 
Member in charge might note and, if he is so advised by bis Depart- 
ment, he might obtain the sanction of the Government of India. I 
have already referred to two p(iintH, namely, the pn^yision for a modi- 
Sed Borstal system of training and the pnivision for after-i'are; the 
next is the inclusion of section 562 of the Code of Criminal Proceduj'e 
in this Bill. Sir, you will find in one of the sections of this Bill that 
people who fail to give security under section 106 or under section IIH 
i{ the Criminal Pro<*etlure Code would be dealt with under this Bill. 
?fow, sec'tion 118 deals with habitual offenders, ltadma$he», regular 
['heats, etc., and if they fail to give security under that section they 
will be sent to a Borstal School. When section 562 was pressed by me, 
the Hon’ble Maharaja, I was told — I have got the opinion of the 
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Ij45gal Bemembrancer in writing — that the inclusion of section 502 
would not be necessary. Section 562 deals with what are called ‘‘first 
offenders,’* and if piovision be not made for first offenders but for old 
offenders being sent to Borstal Schools, it seems to me to he very in- 
congruous, and I think there ought to be some provision for sending 
to a Borstal School the first offenders under section 562. It has been 
said on the authority, I believe, of the Legal Remembrancer that when 
a man convicted under seidion 562 as a first offender fails t(» give 
security utatiis quo is obtained, namely, there is an option on the Magis- 
trate to send him either to jail or to a Borstal School. I venture to 
disagree with su('h high authority, and fail to see how that status quo 
is obtained. There will be a provision specifically in the Borstal Act 
for people who fail to give security under sections 106 and 118, Orimi- 
nal Procedure Code. Now, the only other section, which relates to 
furnishing of security, is section 562, and this section is not included 
in the profiosed Bill. In order to remove the defect, I think sec-tion 
562 ought to \ye imduded along with se<‘tion 118 in the Bill. These 
are the general observations I desiie to make now. I, however, 
reserve my remarks on the other amendments, and when they are moved 
1 will say what 1 have to say on them. 

Mfi CAMPBELL FORRESTER: Mr. Piesident, Sir, I wish to give 
my whole-hearted .support to this Bill. This is a Bill, Sir, the principal 
<omplaint 1 have to make against it is that it ought to have been 
introduced yeai-s ago. Sir, I am glad to find that the (Government is 
now turning its attention to the improvement of its (‘liminal laws; one 
has only to spend a little time in our P(dice Courts or assizes to watch 
the pri.Honers as they are put in the dock for trial; every now and then 
inters])ersed amongst the trivial and ac’cidental cases appears one w’hom 
an expert criminologist condemns by his face, for there you will find 
written in his face the human jackal, fox, tiger, the ape or compound 
of them all; some story of ro]>bery or violence is told, the evidence is 
incontrovertable. and the accused is found guilty. Then, and quite 
properly — not till then — up gets an official and unfolds a blue paper 
and reads therefrom a long list of previous convictions and record 
sentences whose growing length soon put out of mind any other feeling 
than that of wonder how the man can have lived long enough to have 
served them all; he .stands convicted, a hardened habitual criminal; 
another .sentence is added to the list, and he disappears for the time. 
When he is turned lose again, it must follow as the night the day, he 
will retuni to his only business, that of preying on society, and the 
training and bleeding of others like unto himself. There is no hope, 
or at least no rea.Honable explanation, that it will be otherwise. Surely, 
this is a craay system of dealing with the criminal classes. This Borstal 
system ivS n move in the right direction— while one must recognize 
there are types of men who ought no moie to be let lose on society than 
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woil or a raitle^ako. It is tbe bom naurotio aiuotkg whom the 
nib-spills of habitual criminal is found, the man or woman who preys 
upoat ijOciety, who occasionally robs, swindles or murders for #raiu, in 
whom Ihe ape and tiger nature is uuquenched or unquenchable, who 
^oes artray from his mother’s womh, that is a distinct species or sul>- 
species of the order and all criminologists. Governors of Prisons and 
others who have to do with crimiiiaLs ret'ognire this type, and many 
consider that like wild savage animals that when once captured they 
should not be turned loose on s(M‘iety, kindness, disidpline, nothing will 
alter this type. They have inherited this terrible disease; nothing on 
earth will cure it. I refer to the horn huhitual criminal, hut when we 
come to the ordinary criminal, then it has Iwii clearly proved that 
meity and charity, tampered with firmness, pioduce l»et!er effects on 
the government of men than any amount of anger <ir vindictive cruelty, 
and nature answers the voice more readily than the spur. 

This is the Bor>tal system as described in Kngland — for (me 
does not see the hud old prison w'ay.s. Anything less like a convict 
gang than the set of Ikivs to be seen working in tbe tiioshop can hardly 
be (*onceived. Except for the absence of chatter, it might be a tinman’s 
workshop anywhere eKe in the wide world. It was cleaner than most 
workshops, ligliter, brighter, with less of muddle and int*ss, and the work- 
ers t(K», were cleaner, nnne robust, not so pastyfaced and woiried-looking 
as are most workmen in tbe shops outside the prison walls. The sort 
of things they mak(‘ are japanned string hoses, japanned boxes fot 
holding letters and coal scuttles — all to he used in (ioveinment ofHces 
— all these are made from start to fini-^h. 

The Borstal s\st<*iii (tiiginatcd in England, hut was mucli improved 
upon in America, When Borstal receives a prisonei, it does not regard 
him as an offender upon wlnon a certain definite amount of suffering 
must be inflicted, but as a buinan Iwing who has got twisted at the start 
and who must be put straight again. 

For mind a.s well us lanly, that is the note of the Borstal treatment. 

Borstal As.Huciution : Even when the prison gates are threwn open 
and the patient is a free man again, the Boistal system has not done 
with him. Then comes the time for the Boistul Ass(M‘iHtioi) to play 
its part. The Borstal Association is a committee of gentlemen who 
voluntarily give up much of their time and activity to looking after 
the diM^harged prisoner at what is, perhaps, the most critical period 
of his life — the period of his newly-regained liberty when he is free to 
choose whether he will drep back among his old companions and into 
his old ways, or whether in some new and lietter environnient, perhaps 
in another country he will make right use of the knowledge and the 
discipline that are his. A month before a lad is discharged, a member 
of this committee goes down to the prison to interview him, to see what 
eort of stuff he is made of, for what kind of work he is itted^ and to 
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kam Ilia character from the Oovemor. On liis release, he is escxjrted 
by a plain clothes officer to the officer of the Association, and thdr' 
Association does all it knows to obtain work for him and to keep ia touch 
with him. They visit his old home, they take stock of his family and 
surroundings, and decide whether it would be better for him to stay 
at home or go abioad; even if he relapses and is again convicted their 
patience holds out. They keep a friendly eye upon him and try again. 
Thus the Borstal Association is supplementarj^ to the Borstal system, 
which system, in the opinion of the committee, does not go far enough. 
What is needed, say the committee, is an extension of the present 
system of the conditional license on release from prison, so that the 
State may maintain control over a lad for a considerable time after 
his discharge and may resume more complete control by revoking his 
li<‘ense if he shows that he is not yet fit for freedom. Make a healthy 
man of your criminal or prospective criminal, give him a sound well- 
developed brain to think with, and rich cleaned blood to feed it upon, 
and an opportunity to earn an honest living — then preach to him if 
you like. We have millions for sectarian universities, millions for 
foreign missions, but few dollars for the redemption of children of 
vicious propensities or corrupting opportunities who are the product of 
our own vicious social system. Every penal institution, every expensive 
process of criminal law is a monument to the .-tupidity and wastefulness 
of society, and expenditure of money and energy to (‘ure a disease that 
might be largely pi evented and more logically treated where not 
prevented. Punish less and teach more, Maine less and encourage more, 
hate less and love more, and y<m will get mu a lowering but a raising 
of the moral standard, not an increase in crime but a decrease. With 
these observation^, I tdl'er my whole-hearted sujiport to the Bill.

Beport ou the death of Amhika Charan Khan, detenu in Alipore Central 
Jail int the drd April, 192(if referred to in the reply to clause (h) 
of starred question A'o. 67. 

1. At 8-16 A, M., on the Jrd April, 192G, I received a message 
from Captain Mallya, i.M.s., Superintendent of the Alipore Central 
Jail, informing me that detenu Ambika Charan Khan was severely 
burnt the previous night and requesting me to come and hold an 
enquiry. I at once went to the Jail where I was informed that the 
detenu had died towards eight o’clock that morning. I went and saw 
the place where the incident hud taken place, had the deceased’s 
property and papers, eU\f taken possession of and made prelimiiiaTy 
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fttig:)eixi«iits for holding an anqnir^ at 10 am . After viewing the 
fly, I began the enquiry shortly after 10 a.m. at the State Ward 
%here the incident took place. I examined two convict attendants, a 
warder, the Jailor, the Superintendent, one of the Snl>- Assistant 
Surgeons and five of the detenus, who live in the same building with 
the deceased. The other <]etenus were asked if they wished to say 
anything and had nothing to add to what their companions had stated. 


2. The State ward in which the deceased li%-ed is a two-storied 
building TO feet long x 18 feet broad, and is surrounded by ii yard. 
The ward consists of two rooms downstairs and two similar rooms 
upstairs. The deceased with five other deteinis lived in the western 
room on the ground floor and in the eastern room live the convict 
attendants who are enipl<»ye<l as the detenus servants: the two rooms 
are divided by a grating of iron bars with a door which always 
remains open. In a corner of the eastern room is a night latrine behind 
a curtain. The sketch below shows the position:

d. t hi the night oi the 2iul Apiil all the ojcupants of the rotnim 
were in bed and all lights out. Shortly after 11 VM. one of the 
attendants saw one of the detenus go from his room to the night 
latrine in the corner and a few minutes later heard the detenu shout 
“Joy Uatara.’’ thi looking up, be saw flames liehind the curtain of 
the latrine. Raising the alarm, he ran and pulled aside the curtain 
and found a man with his clothes in dames. The man eluding him 
rushed into the west room where his burning garments set fire, to the 
mosquito <*urtains of the two beds next the dmir*and ran back again. 
One of the attendants promptly seized him and pulled oil his burning 
clothes, getting burnt hini.self in doing so, while another poured water 
on him and on the burning fragments on the door. The other detenus 
who bad been aroused, extinguished the dames on the mosquito 
curtains before much damage was done. The electric light was turned 
on and the injured man was found to be Ambika Charan Khan. The 
Jail alarm had been sounded as soon as dre was noticed and the 
Superintendent, Jailor and others arrived very soon. Ambilm waa 
faked to the Jail hospital as soon as possible suffering from exWsiva 
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bums and was treated by the medical staff throughout the night. Be 
died towards 8 o’clock the next morning. In the ward the Superin^ 
tendent found a partially burnt shirt and a half burnt fragment of 
a dhoti both smelling of kerosine. Ambika’s body also smelt of 
kerosine, and the lamp on Ambika’s table had been emptied of oil. 
The detenus are supplied with reading lamps and kerosine, the electric 
light in the roof not supplying sufficient light for reading. In the 
corner a match box was found. These articles were produced before 
me. The evidence shows that Ambika had saturated his body and 
clothes with kerosine and delil>erately set fire to himself. A copy of 
the Sui>eriuteudent’s report us to the injuries, treatment and the cause 
of death is enclosed. Prompt measures for his treatment were taken 
and everything possible was done. I accept the doctor’s opinion that 
death was due to shock caused by extensive burns. The deceased was 
in a good state of health; there were no marks of any injury, except 
the burns, no signs of any disease and no symptoms of any kind of 
poisoning. The body was made over to his brothers in the evening. 
They live in t’alcuHa, and had been informed in the morning of 
his death; and a telegram was sent them to the Police Sub-Inspector 
of the thnnu where his native village is situated, to communicate the 
news of his death to his relatives there. 


4. 1 tried to ascertain why Ambika committed suicide, b\it no 

(dear immediate cause is assignable. Though he was conscious for a 
considerable time and was asked by the other deteinis and the Superin- 
tendent, he made no statement. The only thing he said after he was 
injured was a reijuest to the Jail Superintendent to see three of the 
detenus, whose names he mentioned, in the hosi)ital. He died before 
they could go there. On the 2iul he was (piite cheerful, and took his 
meal at 8 i\M. with the others. As one of them complained of a head- 
ache, they put out the electric light and went to bed at 8-30 p.m. 
Ambika was singing then, and just on going to l)ed asked the others 
to wake him at 10 p.m. as he wanted to read. No one did so. There 
was nothing unusual in this recjiiest as he sometimes read at night. 
He had never threatened to commit suicide, and his companions 
cannot assign any reason why he did so. Some of them have men- 
tioned that he was disappointed on the 31st March when be was 
allowed to go to the Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospital to visit a brother 
for a few hours only whereas he had hoped to get seven days leave. 
But it dws not api^ear that he bad taken this much to heart : he made 
no mention of it afterwards. He was well-behaved, and the Superin- 
tendent never noticed any signs of abnormality. He wrote and 
received letters regularly, and had frequent interviews with his 
relatives. In common with the other detenus, he played Badminton 
and i%door games, had the use of apparatus for physical exercise, was 
given facilities for daily worship, received a monthly allowance of 
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7 for books and papers and was supplied with books from tbo* 
Jiperial Library. Ambika was aged 19 and was in this jail for 
months. His jail ticket (enclosed) shows that he was admitted to 
thl! Presidency Jail on 19th November, 1924, was transferred to 
Bankoru Jail on the IGth December, 1924, and came to the Alipore 
Jail in July, 1925. Detenu Amar Nath Ghosh who was with him 
here during the months and other detenus who have lieen his 
companions for the last IJ numths have spoken of certain character- 
istics of his. Though he would read and sing and play games with 
the others and was normally cheerful, he had short and apparently 
sudden pericMls of moroseness when he would sit and think, and (KH'a- 
sionally he imposed a vow c*f silence on himself. He made no 
complaints of his treatment in Jail, hut used to menti<ju frequently 
of late to his companions that he was n<»t being transferred, apparently 
finding the life tedicms. He was apparently hoping for a transfer 
if not release, and used to ask the Superintendent if any orders had 
come. His papers do not disclose any abnormality or c(mtuin any 
reference to his attitude with the iM)SHible exception of one scrap of 
paper, found among his other papers. It is a list of toilet articles, 
and on the back of it are written disconnectedly tlie three word* 
“ unlM*arahle ” fulfil ” “ idea.” There is nothing to show when they 
were written oi‘ in what <'onnection. My conclusion is that Ainbika 
set fire to himself in a sudden fit of depiessimi, and dieil of sh<K’k due 
to the burns thus caused. The other detejius, in whose presence 
I made eiHjinries, ((uiciir in this conclusion as to the manner and 
cause of his death.

Legislative Business, 

Government Bills. 

The discussion on the Bengal Borstal Schools Bill, 1927, was then 
resumed. 

Raja BHUPENORA NARAYAN SINHA Bahadur, of Nashipur: 

I find mys(df in entire agreement with the llon’lde Meml)er in charf^'c 
of the Bengal Borstal Bill. The matter has been raised in this (’ouncil 
before; and members have tabled lesolutions calling U|»on the tlovern- 
mcnt to trame sonic sm h Icgislatioii iis is laid down in othci' countries, 
in the west es])ecially in America, for the inipiovtunent of young pri- 
soners. Hitheito the practiia* has been to leave tln'se young jieople to 
the mercy ol tbeii jailors. Tbe\ liave Imhmi committed to tin* soulless 
task ot manufacturing (juinine pills which is of no use ti> them in their 
afterlife and those wlni liave visited these people have deplored tlieir 
sad condition. There was nothing left before them than to he confirmed 
in the art of being hardened criminals as they would grow up. 

Inlhe West where the science of criinimdogy i.s fast crystallising 
into an accurate and reasoned <*ourse of things, the criminal is treated 
as one curable. <'rime being regarded as one of the pathological states of 
the human mind. I. know that smdi a daring statement will not 
coinmeiul itself to some of the older mernhers present in this House; but 
a perusal of some of the best works of psychcdogists, men who have 
made this branch their special study, will find this startling revelation 
enumerated, (’rime is ( urahle. and if curable, wiry not cured? A move 
in the right direction is ma<!e in this Hill. In Madras the Borstal 
institutions are doing adinira)d> as wa> pointed out hy the Hon’hle 
Meml)er, why not then in Bengal? If tbe^e a<lolescent prisoners are 
kept away from evil suiTOundings, from their assfx iution with hardened 
criminals, through the weight of gfM>d influence something can he 
achieved. 

I know there are fiaws in the Bill. A great deal has l)een made aa 
to the ages of the prisoners, and to the period of detention, but I am 
not in favour of interfering at this stage. I^et the Bill Ire put into 
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■operation as an Act, let it be worked as a practical measure, and then 
I tVf J sure more flaws will reveal themselves for remedy. Meanwhile 
I would not encumber such useful legislation with piecemeal additions 
and alterations. It is, for this reason, that I favour the passing of the 
Bill as laid before this House. 

The Hon’ble Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahailur, 
of Nadia* Sir, T have very little to add to what I said yesterday. My 
friend Mr. B. K. Bose had some complaint to make yesterday against 
the Legislative Department for not allowing some of the amendments, 
notice of which he had sent. I think this cause for grievance no long- 
er exists. A telegram was sent to the (jovernment of India and the 
sanction of the (iovernor-General, allowing the amendments, has 
reached just now. I hope you will realise, Sir, how ditKcult it is to 
consider amendmenis which I have not l)een able to examine yet. It 
has not })een fK)sMible for the Legislative Department also to examine 
them thoroughly. As there might be some drafting changes I have 
asked the Secretary of the Legislative Department to come and help 
me in putting them in proi)er form; otherwise it will be difficult for 
me to deal with them pro[)erly there aie so many technical niceties 
i)f law. 

Sir, I Jim very glad to find that this Bill has l>een welcomed b\ 
all and receiveil so kindly by the hon’ble members of this House. I 
think some of the criticisms which have l)een offered will come up at 
a later stage when the different clauses of the Bill are discussed. I 
have, therefore, no intention to take up the time of the (’nuncil at this 
.stage. 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: May we not have a (opv 
of the amendments which are going to be moved by Babu Bijay Kiishna 
Bose y 

Mr. PRE8I0ENT: I think the member concerned will have to 
take m\ permission to have these amendments tabled. The member 
ought tiy be here to u.sk my permission to have his amendments ad- 
mitted. So long as he does not do so, you need not think of the 
amendments. You are entitled, of course, to get co|)ie8 of the amend- 
ments y 

Rai HARENDRANATH CHAUDHURI: Why was not notice 
given of these amendments y 

Mr. PRitIDENT: I gather from the Hon'ble Maharaja Bahadur’s 
remarks that notice was given, but it was found necessary to obtain 
the sanction of the (lovernment of India, before the amendments could 
lie admitted. A telegram was sent to the Government of India and a 
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favourable reply thereto has just now been received. Now, I have 
,^ot to admit these amendments, provided I am rtniuesttnl by the 
mover to have them adinitte<l. So loiij? as he does not do .s(», you need 
not think of these amendments.

The Bill should, in 
my opinion, if it is at all jroiti^ to la* emo ted, apply to the 
whole of Ben^'al so that all >ounjr offenders may take the mlvau- 
tag-e of the Bill and be Inuiefited by this nuMisure wben‘ver siuh 
offenders may be tried in Bengal, ami no invidious distim ticm may be 
made lietween young offenders ia one area and those in another. In 
this view, Sir, I propose in\ amendnient and I hofa* that it will he 
aceepted. 

The Hon’ble Mtharija K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bihadurt 
of Ntdii: Sir, iny explanation for not taking the course which has 
been suggested by my friend, Hai Harendrmiatb ('haudhuri, was that 
thi.s Bill, the Bengal Bor.stal Sehords Bill, is basiKl ui)on its sister .\ct — 
the Madras Bor.stal Schools Act, and in that A<*f we find that this iK)wer 
is confened upon the (fovernnif^n:.

The definition as given in this Bill of an mlolescent offender iiududes 
any jier.son who has been convicted of any offence punishable with 
imprisonment or ordered to give security under section 118 of the 
Criminal Procedure ('ode and such a piuson is within the ages of lb and 
21 or 15 and 21 as piAivided for in sub-clauses (/) and (li). Now, Sir, 
it will apfiear from the Statement of Objects ami Beasoiis that the 
purptise of the Bill is to provide for the reformation of offenders by 
giving them such training and putting them under such control and 
discipline may im[>rove their morale ami enable them to live the 
lives of good citizens in future. 

[At this stage the Hou'ble the President left the (Chamber and th»j 
Deputy Pnesident took the Chair.] 
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r take it the courts will not apply the pmvisioiis of the Bill to 
offences w’hich do not involve any nn>i’al turpitude and althouffh there 
are no such restrictions laid down in the Bill itself I Indieve the 
Hon’ble Member in char^re of the Bill intends that its provision will 
not apply to all cases, whatever the nature of the offence may be. 

My object in moving'- the amendment is f<» make it clear that the Act 
will not apply to pers(ms who have lH*en convicted of minor offences 
which a?e punishable with a short-term imprisonment, and I may say 
only this that there are various sections (»f the IVnal l\)dt* offences 
under which are punishable with iinprisonment varyi’njr 'from one 
month to six months and which are .sometimes technical offen(t*s 
So far as I can umlerstand the (d)je(*t of this Bill, the Bill does not 
intend to include ca.ses of |H*rsons who are imprisoned hu* short terms 
for offemes which aie not of .. very serious (diaracter. 1 res|a‘ct fully 
ask the llon’ble Meml)er in charge of the Bill to consider whether it is 
proi>er to detain a pel son who is convicted for an offence punishable, 
say, only with one month’s iinpri.sonment or six iiumths’. in a Ihirstul 
school for a periisl of not less than twit years. 1 hese are my reasons 
for re<'ommending that this claa.se 2. sub-clau.se t/K be amended in 
the way 1 have suggested. 

Babu BEJOY KRISHNA BOSE: lam sorry I cannot supis>rt the 
amendment of my friend Babu Jogindru (’handra (‘hakravarti. He 
wants that fK*rsons who have Iteeii convicteil for a short teim of om* 
veal oi nune be .sent to a Borstal school. Now what about those 
I)eople who aie convii ted for a lesser term of impri.sonment , say, for 
two, three or six months. Are they to l>e sent to an ordinary jail to 
remain with adult prisoners, wheieas people who would Is* convieted and 
stuitenced for a term of more than one year should go to a Borstal 
schisd. I do not think that this is right. Discretion should always 
Ih* given to the Magistrate to decide w'hether an offender should lie 
sent to a Borstal school or not in case a sentence of imprisonment is 
pas.sed. It i'' not neiessary that the fxiwer should 1 m* limited to a 
j)eri(Ml of one year or more. 

Babu JITENDRALAL BANNERJEE: 1 also opiKtse the amend- 
ment which has ju.st b4*en moved by my friend' Babu Jogindru (’ban* 
dru Chakra varti. One of my reasons for doing so is prnctitully the 
mime as that put forward by Balm Bejoy Krishna Bose. In fact, the 
ainendraeiit if canied would put a premium U|x>n j)eople who have 
be^n guilty of nmre serious offences. ou send a prisoner who is 
guilty of a mote serious oftenie to a Borstal schi>ol for training and » 
discipline, whereas a pri.soner guilty of a lesser degree of offence is 
deprived of the lienefits of the Borstal system. Besides niy friend 
seems to miss the essential primipie of the Bill by making the ijoan- ^ 
tity of punishment the criterion for sending a prisoner to a Borstal 
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Hchool. It is not the question of punishment but it is the question 
of criminality which should be the criterion. In point of fact, in 
England, people may be sent to a Borstal school even before 
they have l>een convicted, ujion mere commitment to the court ot' 
sessions. 

The Hon’ble Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadurp 
of Nadia: 1 need hardly add U what has already l)een said by the 
last two sjieakers and I think that would be a sufficient answer to the 
mover of the amendment. We have got to take into consideration the 
cases of obstinate offenders who are imprisoned for less than one year. 
I see no reason why they should be treated differently. Therefore, I 
opfK)se the amendment. 

The motion of Babii Jogindra riiandia Lhakravarti was then put 
and lost.

It seems to me that when a young 
man instead of l>eing sent to jail is detaineil in a Borstal school for 



of iroolaimiiig him b> giving him iwroper instmctionn #114 
him im4er proper moral influence!* he should at least be 
to feel that he is living in an atmosphere which is free from 
J of a prison life. The rules and regulations which will

3ate that offenders detained in Borstal schools should not he placed 
der a rigorous discipline, but what I do wish is that they should be 
^aced ' under such surroundings and controlled by such rules as are 
itable for the growth and development of a healthy moral life. There 
no doubt that there is a good deal of differonce l>etween the 
Cmosphere of an educational institution and that of a jail. The in- 
ignities generally associated with a jail life can hardly conduce to the 
^.joral elevation of an individual. If a Borstal schwd is made only a 
econd prison with this diffei'cnce that the inmates then»<>f will have 
V special training, the necessity <»f having separate institutitm for that 
• tti’pose does not seem to In* <‘lear because arrangements for special 
raining in particular arts and industries can be made in jails also, 
t V papers which have been circulated to the members of the Council 
• •elating to the Borstal Sf lunds Bill contain a note by the Lady Secretary 
of the S<Kiety for the protection (if (hildren in India, and in Umt note 
she has given an idea of how Boi-stal institutions are worked in England. 
In England the Borstal Association is the so<’iety organised under the 
Act as sui>ervision ; (nie of the Honorary Associates visits the home of 
every hoy us soon a^ he is admitted; the Secretary i»r othen officer visits 
the while he is in the institution. 

Bef(»re his leleasc airangements are made for his reception by 
relations or triends, or for the provision of an approved lodging. He 
IS found work, and, if necessary, assisted tilE he can sup|K»rt himself. 
The spirit in which the work has been taken up in England seems to me 
to be entirely absent fi-om the Bill as framed. <»n the contrary, if the 
piwisions of the Pris(.ns Act and the PriHoners’ Act are made applicable 
to the inmates of a Ihji'stal sf‘h(K>l the healthy influences under which 
a school should l»e expected to thrive will l>e entirely absent and the 
purpose of the Bill will lie to a great extent frustrated. I, therefore, 
preae this amendment for the consideration of this Ifir/uMe. 

Mafimja KtHAUNISH CHANDRA RAY ialmflMr, of 
NmRa: Similar provisions exist in the Madras and the Punjab Acts and 
iti omission would lead to serious administrative difficulties as regards 
^fe custody of the inmates and the enforcement of distiipline over either 
inmates or officers. 

The House, I am sure, will remember the material that we have 
to d^ with. These adolescent offenders may have been convicted of 
^•ooity, robbery, theft, house-breaking and house-trespass and soina may 
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km ka4 previoui convictioM. We cannot surely treat thwa as .refill* 
innocent uchool-boyg although the intention of our BiH is refomatioi^ 
by such a method. The school is to be a place of detention for those,* 
youngsters who had cominited crime. It is regrettable that hutnei\ 
language does not enable us, to the extent to which we would like, to 
conceal our object and intentions. The very definition of adolescent 
offenders gives away the real character of these people and whatever 
camouflage we may try to adopt the implication of the inevitable 
association of ideas cannot l)e avoided. 

There is also the legal aspect which we must not forget. There are 
many things in the Prisons Act and the Prisoners Act which are 
intended to apply and must be applied only by refejence to these Acts, 
and if these Acts go out of consideration these would be inapplicable. 

If, for instance, an iiiniute of the Borstd schcjol is to be produced 
before a Court for giving evidence or if he is charged with an offence 
and has to be brought before a (/ourt, the pioceclures are laid down in 
these Acts. Pnless you are empowered to apply the piwdsions of these 
Acds in the cases of the inmates of the Borstal scdiools, there would be 
nc» way cf producing them before a Court. 

Then again there aie provisions in the Prisons Act for disciplinary 
puni.shinents of jail offic^ial-.. These aie very necessary. 

The only alternative would be perhaps to take out those provisions 
bodily from these two Acts and iutioduce them heie. In any case, 
you will have to have similar piovisions. The ultimate result is tte 
same.

My intention is clear. So far as the minimum is concerned, it has 
sen fixed at two yean in the sw^ion. Now if the section stands as it 
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ia, then peraona who are sentenced for less than twx> years will not be 
able to get the l>enefit of the Borstal system. Therefore, I am of opinion 
that no minimum should be fixed at all, so, that persons who are sen- 
tenced for periods less than two years may also come in. Secondly, so 
far as the maximum is concerned, it seems to be too high. Even the 
Subdi visional Officer has the power of detaining persons for five years. 
That seems to me to l)e too long a period. I, therefore, think that the 
maximum should be three and not five years. 

Babu JITENDRALAL BANNERJEE: 1 beg to support my friend, 
though n(»t entirely upon the grounds which he has advanced. But 
the tendency of modern legi.slation is to make the period of detention 
unitorm more or less. In England, so far as the law is (concerned, 
the minimum is two years and the maximum is five years, though in 
practi<*e the period tends to hover near three years. Here also this 
is what should be done. In the first phu e, if you detain a person for 
less than three years, you do not give him the full benefit of the 
Borslal training whether it is letdinical and industrial training or 
even the benefit of subjec'tion to wlndesome moral infiuem'es. As 
regards the maximum, five years seems to be t(K) much. Of course, 
a Borstal scho<d is a school of training, hut it is also a prison — a house 
of detention. And if you confine a man in a house of detention for 
five years you crush the very soul mil of him. Therefore, I would 
advfKiite a uniform period of three y<‘ars’ detent imi or at least a 
maximum of three years. 

Th« Hon’ble Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
of Nadia: Sir, in the Madnis Act the same words — “ not less than 
tw’o and not more than five years ” — are used. 

In the Punjab .\('t the maximum period goes as far as seven years. 

However, the general idea of Borstal training is, that two years 
is the minimum reipiired if any real good is to be done, but that a 
youth should not onlinarily l>e detained more than three years. 

The Indian Jails Committee in dealing with the question have 
emphasised that it is es.sential that the term of detention should not 
be less than two years in order to have effective reforming influence. 
All authorities are agreed on this (mint. 

In England, the minimum jieriod of detention in a Borstal inatita- 
tion was, by the Prevention of Crime Act, 1908, fixed at one year. 
This, however, was found to be insufficient and it has since been raiied 
to two years and opinion was generally in favour of a still bigber 
minimum. 

I must, therefore, insist on a minimum of two years, Wt am pare* 
pared to concede the alteration of the maximum of five to three yeam. 
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'i la any ease, the option always testa with the tryinir Magistrate 
% award the maximum or any lesser period. It is hardly, if ever, 
t^at the Maitiatrate or Court indicts the maximum santetK'e in the 
Indian Penal Code.

I have, therefore, suggested that the Inspector-General shall ol>ey the 
recommendation of the Visiting Committee, cfnd, in pursuance of such 
recommendation as may be made by the Visiting Committee, grant a 
license to an adolescent offender to live with an approved person or 
tnetitntion. 

Mm fllTEMORALAL BANNERdEil While appreciating the 
teascm given by my friend, Rai Harendianath Chaudhuri, I am 
eonatmined to oppose him on the following grounds : I can atule 
•|i|nacmte that the Inspecior^hmeral should be made to act da the 
teooiniiendation of the Visiting Committee, but my IHend’s amendmeii^ 
glee ia]^ than ihaC The effect of his ameadme^ woald be to ehilt 
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the initiative from the Inspector-General to the Visiting Committee, and 
my experience of jails is that, in these matters. Visiting Committees and 
non-official visitors are absolutely indifferent and useless: they will 
not take the initiative. Therefore, iny friend’s purpose will be defeated 
if his amendment is given effect to. His purpose would have been 
seiTed if he were to suggest that the Inspector-General ** may of his 
own initiative ” and “ shall on the recommendation of the Visiting 
Committee” discharge an adolescent offender. In that case the ini- 
tiative would have rested both with the Inspector-General and the 
Visiting Committee, and there would have been no ground for com- 
plaint. 

The HofiHile Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
of Nadia: I do not see any reason why this power should he taken away 
from the Inspector-General. After all he is the administrative head 
of the department and he will be responsible for the proper working of 
the Bor*stal School. The duties of the Visiting Committees are advisory 
and not administrative. In the present case I do m^t see any reason 
for any departure from the usual practice. If my friend, Rai 
Hareudmnath (’haudhuri, will withdraw his amendment' I am prepared 
to add Ihe following proviso after clause 12 (7). — 

“Provided that if in any case the Inspector-General of Prisons 
does not accept the m*ommendation of the Visiting CVmi- 
mittee under this sub-section, he shall report to Government 
his reasons tor not accepting the recommendation.” 

Rli HARENBRANATH CHAUDHURI: I accept the amendment.

of NaiNaS In this umendmont it is sought to give to the Visiting 
Committee the duty of approving the su|iervihjng authority for the 
inmates of the llorstal scIukiI let out on license. It is hardly feasihle 
for a Visiting (’omniittee to do all the Mork. luuh boy will neei^ 
sepaiute ai*rung(*m«‘iit and there may a lot of corr«*spomlence to do 
in each case. 

The work of selecting the sujHTvision of Imys let out on license 
c*ould Ik* (lone by a prop(*rly oignnis(*d society but hardly by a V'isit- 
ing (Vinmittee, 

The approval of the I ns|M‘ct(»i -General of Prisons would in aiiv 
case be essential, and the whol*' res|x>nsi!>ility could not la* cost on 
the Visiting Committee. The amendmeiif, therefore, cannot lie 
awepted.

regard most be had to the religion of the society as well as to the 
religion professed by the adolescent offender, and every endeavour 
should be made to place him in the care and custody of a religious 
society which professes the same religion as he does. 

The Hofi'bie Maharaja K8HAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
of Nadia* The object of this amendment is to prevent proselytising by 
religious sof'ieties. I admit that the principle of the amendment is 
sound, but its practical application may not be free from difficulties. 
It may so happen that a suitable institution professing the same reli- 
gion w'ill not be available and the offender as well as his guardian, if 
any, may be (|uite willing to avail of an institution professing a differ- 
ent religion. There is no reason w’hy the hands of the authorities 
should he tied in such a case. In fact our intention was to make 
a mle to this effect. 

I am, therefore, prepared to accept the amendment with this 
addition — 

“ except with his consent or that of his guardian, if any.’^ 

w Rai HARENORANATH CHAUDHURI: I can accept the amend- 
ment in this form.

I do not know why he 
alMmld have the initiative in thlK matter when in another portion of the 
BiB it ia provided that when an adoleaeent offender ia found incorri- 
gihle by the institution or person under whose rare he has been lirenaed 
to live, the Imnl Goveniinrnt will have the |x>aw of invoking the 
license. I think the Iiv*per(or4tenei'al of Prisons should not be 
vested with the power and initiative piofuKsed to he given to him in 
this clause, and so I propc»se mv motion. A license slnmld be revm*- 
able only on the recommendation of the ptuson or the institution under 
whose supervision an adolescent offender has 1m*?ti licensed to live. 

The Hofi’bte Maharaia KSHAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 

of Nadia: This amendment, again, seeks to limit the discretion of 
the Inspeotor-tieneral of Priso-ns, Theie will lx* many cases in whieh 
the l^sj»ector-(jrcneral may on his own motion have to revxrke a lic'eitsc*, 
without the recjiiest from tliose who jiie hxiking after the youth, c,//., 
when he finds that the hoy is not being proisuly looked after by the 
Iverson or sot ielv in wdiose ciistoslv he is, or when the ihumoii dies or 
the society ceases to fum tion. So the Ins|>eetor-(leneral must 
given this power in this case. 

If, howc'ver, the House think that he should not have the final 
powers, 1 urn i>repared to make his oiders subject to the approval of 
the local tiovernm<*nt when the order is discretionary.

The Hoft’ble Maharaja KSHAUNISH CHANDRA RAY Bahadur, 
of Nadia: That iiiHV Im> (Ioik- )>y cxpciitivt* nriloi'K. 

Lt.>Coi. W. C. HAMILTON: The intention is for inmates who 
have been sentenced to periods less than two years and whose age is 
between 16 and 21 years that they should Iw kept in a .speirial jail 
as done in Madras. The Paluiricotta District Jail has been converted 
into a Juvenile Jail for adolescent offenders who undergo a training 
similar to that given in the Borstal institution and it is convenient 
to have it done in this way. The same piwedure is adopted in 
England. One of the priscms is the receiving house for all juvenile 
offenders where they give a Borstal si^hcad training to those committed 
for lesser periods. The lads are first of aU hroyghi to a prison which, 
is a juvenile prison quite separate from the adult prisons. These lads 
are kept there for a short period where enquiries are made about their 
cireumstanees. At the same time they are medically examined and 
their mental capacity gone into and then those who have been sentenced 
for a lesser period are sent to a Borstal institution, tbe Governor of 
Wan^worth Prison deciding which Borstal institution is the most 
euilahll. One institution is set apart for boys and young»» men whose 
mental capacity is not of high standing yet who are not classed as 
mei^^ly Elective. The other boys who have been commits to short 
omtlOMm remain at Wandsworth Prison and undergo exactly tbe same

training as they do in. other Borstal institntiems. This system of 
training is known as the modified Borstal trailing although it is not 
legally recognisad.^ It is only a term used for convenience. This 
system is also followed in Madras. 1 can assure the hon’hle members 
that we intended to have it in one district jail only. We hope to get 
a portion of the Mental Hospital land at Dacca which adjoins with 
the Central Jail and we intend to convert it into a juvenile jail for 
adolescent offenders who are not suitable for full Borstal training. 

The motion of Babu Bejoy Krishna Bose was then put and lost. 

Babu BEdOY KRISHNA BOSE: 1 move that in clause 16 (/) the 
word “ and ’’ at the end be omitted and after sub-clause (/) the follow- 
ing sub-clause be added namely : — 

“ (//) the after-care of alolesceiit offenders on discharge from 
Borstal schools and.'^ 

Sir, section 16 is Ihe rule-making section. Formerly there used 
to be no such section in the Bills. Now-u-days there is legislation 
l>ehind legislation and a section like this which empowers (Government 
to make rules which have got the force of law is of recent origin. 
When by this section power is given to (Government to make rules, 
I submit that they should also be authorised to make rules for the 
after-care of adolescent offenders after they are discharged from the 
Borstal school. In the collection of Opinions which have l>een sent 
to us by the I.^egislative Department we find that almost all the persons 
and associations consulted lay great stress upon this provision of after- 
care. In England there are Borstal as.sociations. Its member go 

round to the houses of people who are discharged and find employment 
for them. In that way the members of the associations do very useful 
work. Now after-care after all is not a very difficult thing. If you 
read the report of the Bengal Jails Committee you will find among 
their recommendations two or three paragraphs dealing with ftfter- 
care of adolescent offenders between the ages of 16 and 21. Yon 
also find that Members of that Committee, Mr. Justice Pearson, 
Mr. Marr and Mr, Momiu recommended to Government that in 
case of adult persons there ought to he a regular course of trainklg 
lectures and other things in the jail and previous to their disch^jrllf, 
a few months l»efore they are discharged, the Inspector-General nf 
Prisons, must ascertain from them the names of their native vOJagn^ 
and guardians and at once communicate to their relations and alao ^ 
the St^bdivisional Magistrate and, if necessary, to Ciade GfficeW|,ii^ 
that these released may be given money 

their houses and their relations may even be asked to come and 
them at the jail, and that if there were local industries in whii^ 
they can be employed it would be the duty of the Magistrate m w 
Circle Oftcers and their people to find emplpyiiient for thein. WrfI, 
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if it can be done for adult prtiimier» of any age I tbink that it 
f^ald be done for adoleeceat priaonew an well and that (kvemnient 
ailbuld be given power to make rules to that efeet. TTnleiia you make 
provision for them the whole of the training would be wasted. There* 
fore I do hope, the House will unanimously accept niy amendment. 

IHg NM’lita Mihafija KSHAUNI8H CHANDRA RAY SiiiMliir, 

iN Nadia* I have very <*leurly said in introducing this Bill that 
Oo\enmieiit ai-e not prepared to undertake the after-<aiv of the 
adolescent offenders. It is more a nmttei for the general public than 
for the Government. AVe can, however, Hnanciully assist such insti- 
tutions or societies as may provide for the employment of the discharged 
inmates of Boj*stul schools. I am told that in Madras they have got 
some excellent institutions and I see no reason why such institutions 
should not spring up in Bengal. We have got Ks. .‘l.OtK) provided in 
the current year’s budget. I think that if the publit^ will come 
fora^ard a*ith further donations, such “ discharged piisoners'’ aid 
Mxueties ” could he easily cstuhlished in Bengal. We have made no 
provision for after-care in the Bill and I do not think it will he proper 
ti> make such provision in (he rules. After all, as my friends has 
already mentioned. Government have l>een advised to exercise certain 
powers with regaid to prisoners. Government have already got that 
power and tliat fKiwei can W exen ised with ivgard to the inmates of 
Borstal schmds after their release. I h<»ps, therefore, that my friend 
will withdraw the amendment.

Book. Sir, I cannot refrain from alluding to the omission which has 
unfortunately l>een made of clause 4; that makes the position a little 
complicated, because that is the <*lause by which you could eiifort*e 
discipline and .so fkr as the present Bill stands, it is divested of the 
disciplinary |)ortiou. I am, however, glad that the Bill has been 
placed on the Statute Ihnik, and we shall try to make up the defect 
by rules, if possible.

I do not propose to make a long speech at this hour. The objects 
of this Bill have been set forth in the Statement of Obieids and Beasons 
which is in the hands of all the members of this Council. There has 
been almost a universal demand in Calcutta for legislation on ihesi 
lines; the Commissioner of Police, the Calcutta Corporation, the Bengal 
Chamber of Commerce, and the Automobile Amociation have all urged 
its desirahility. l%is Bill, as drafted, closely follows the Motor 
Ydiiclei Act and its form is simple. With these words I move the

The Hon’ble Mr. Moberly has said, that there is a universal demand 
for legislation to control and regulate the traffic of horse«dri^wn 
vehicles. This may or may not be the ease, but there cannot be any 
doubt that the office-jaun menace is being magnified to a great extent. 
In the last published Annual Report on the Police Administration in 
the town of Calcutta and its suburbs, we find that the injury from 
reckless driving of these vehicles is much less than the injury caused 
by other forms of vehicles in use in Calcutta. I refer to paragraph 8 
of the Police Administration Report of the town of Calcutta and its 
suburbs for 1926. — 

“ The total numlwr of accidental and unnatural deaths was 453 
os opposed 419 in 1925 and 443 in 1924. The following table gives the

The 
proi'edure for constituting the Mines Board of Health has been simpli- 
fied and the Board itself has been enlarged. The increased powers 
given to the Board by the Bill will make it a more efficient instrument 
for enforcing sanitary measures in the mining settlement. As the Bill 
effects only a small area and certain limited interests it is not proposed 
to cii'culate it widely. The opiniou.s of those who are concerned with 
the administration of the colliery aiea and of those who are intended 
in the coal mining industry only will he invited.

The position of the Congre.ss is i leui whether we take the motion against 
c;uch separately or against both. 1 shall, therefore, deal with this 
motion from a general point of view and then go on to consider speci- 
fic'ally the points regarding each motion. 

It was in the year 1919 that the Indian National Congress passed a 
resolution moved by the late Mr. C. R. I)a<, w'hich ran th,us : “That 
this (Congress adheres to the resolution passed at the Delhi Congress 
rt*garding constitutional reforms and is of opinion that the Reforms Act 
is inadeijuate, unsatisfactory and disnpjiointing.” The fourth paragraph 
runs thus: "That this Congress trusts so far as may be possible the> 
w'ill work the reforms so a*' to secure an eaily establishment of full 
responsible (iovernment.*’ In e.vplaining this resolution Mr. Das said 
"We would work the reforms so far as it may be, for the early estab- 
lishment of responsible ‘(Tovernnnmt. Me aie not opposed to co-operation 
if co-operation helji^ us to attain Swaraj. AVe are not ojiposeil to obstruc- 
tion — plain downright obstruction — when that helps to attain our ideal.'* 
That was in 1919. It may be .suggesteil that at that period sufficient 
information and experience had noi accumulated to express such 
adverse opinion regarding the refornrv. Six years after in May, 192o,^ 
Mr. Das said in his Faridpore speech "If 1 was satisfied that the 
present Act has transferred any real responsibility to the people, that 
there is an opportunity of self-realisation, self-development and self- 
fulfilment in the Act I would unhesitatingly co-operate with the 
(bivernmeiit and begin constructive work in the Coum il Chamber. The 
basis in the present Ad is distrust on the Ministers and there can W no 
talk of co-operation in an atmosphere of distrust.” “ To make such 
co-operation real and effective, ’ he said " tw'o things are necessary — (1) 
thei'e should be a real change of heart in the rulei-s which would Ik? 
indicated by tlie (Government divesting itself of its wide discretionary 
powers, and follow it up by pm laiming a genenU amnesty to all politi- 
<*al prisoiiei*s; and i2) secondly the (Government should guai*aiitee to 
us the fullest it'cognition of our rights to the establishment of swaraj^ 
to coute automatically in the near future.” ^ 

The attitude of the party has not varied since. It is a most mali- 
cious misstataiuent to say that the Congress has in its general principles 
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itlook changed its attitude towards reforms although in actual 
we might have had to vary our methods according to <'ircum- 


It is desirable at this stage to itmsider what op]KU't uni ties are grunted 
|ti8 under the Reforms Act of 1919 for “self-fulfilments, self-renlisu-

A Governcu’ of India, as every one (d us knows, is a re|)resentafive of 
His Majesty, and as such he culls upon a person to act as a Minister 
“ during his pleasure,” but he also is the head of an irreplaceable, 
executive, and us such run interfere, if he so chwises, in the adininis- ♦ 
tration of the transferred departments. The pnivisions of the Act, 
to my mind, give to the Governor the whole resjamsibility for the 
administration of the transferred departiiieiits and the Imperial 
Parliament holds him acc(»untahle for the proper management of these 
departments. He is expe<‘ted to cluMwe his own Ministers and can 
dismiss them and control them. Fnun this point of view may I ask 
the erstwhile President of the Ilengal Responsivisi Ibirty, now in 
liquidation, wherein does he fin<l in this A<*t that initiative power and 
responsibility, these preliminary esHentials which they declured, are 
to be ensured before acceptance of office y 

But it has l)een urged that no constitution of this chai'arter (an 
be judged merely by the language of these sections of the Act hut by 
the appli(*ahility in practice. Have these sections conferred any real 
responsibility on the peopled In the rejM>rt of the Joint Seb^ct Com- 
mittee on the Art of 1919 we find in paragraph 4 the bdlowing 
sentence: The pronouncement of the 29th August, 1917, sfmke of 

a substantial step in the direction of the gradual development of self- 
governing institutions with a view to the progressive realisation of 
responsible Government and not of the partial introdiu'tion of 
responsible Government/’ This report makes it abundantly clear that 
the Act itself, whatever hopes the pronouni^ement of 19J7 might have 
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roused in our itiinds^ is never intended to confer any responsibility on 
the people of this country. 

During the last five yeai-s, in different provinces of India, Ministers 
have worked not in a spirit of opposition or obstruction but with a full 
<lesire to co-operate, whether responded to or not by an irresponsible 
(Government, and of being able to work this system for the good of 
the country. Let these Ministers give evidence Wfore you to-day as 
they did Iwfore the Muddiman Committee and to tell you how the 
provisions of the Act have worked in pi-actice. Sir K. V. Reddy, 
Minister, Madras, says “ in practice tliey have found responsible 
(lovenunent and democracy have become unreal ; at present a Governor 
can interfere at almost every turn of the wheel of (Government 
inacdiineries.^’ Sir Chimanlal Sitalvhaj, an c.r-Member of the Execu- 
tive Council of Bombay, said that “ the Governor (laimed that the 
Ministers’ function in law was merely to give him advice but that it 
was open to him not to accept it for any sufficient cause.’’ The result 
was that the Ministers were never sure of their ground and the 
(Governor claimed more powers in the administration of the tiansferred 
depurtfuents than he hud in the re^ierved, where the (Governoi- is bound, 
\uider onhnnry nrrum.^tanccs, by the decision of the Council as a 
M'hole and cannot ordinarily override such decision. Mr. llurkissenlall 
of Bunjub said “ (Governor being solely responsible for sen ices, creates 
a somewhat undignified position for the Members and Ministers,” 
Sir K. V. Reddy of Madras said “ that in practice he found the servants 
to be the masters.” Mr. Kelkar (►f Central Provinces said that ” the 
provisions of section 52 of the Act have l)een considerably whittled 
down by means of rules and ordei's issued by the (Governor under 
section 49 (2) of the said Act.” Sir (Miitimvis of (’eutral Pmvinces 
in answer to a (luestion by Mr. Jinah — “ What is the iwsition of a 
Minister)^ Is he the Governor’s colleague!^” — answered ” The settle- 
ment of p(dicy in the transferred subjects does not really rest on the 
Ministers, the ultimate authority rests on the Governor.” Lala 
Harkissen Lull said ” That the work he did as a Minister wa.s not for 
the good of the country.” 

1 have (jiioted enough oi extracts to show that the cramping effect 
of the Act itself has not l>een impit»vetl during use but, if anything, 
has liecoiue more <'ramped. The Congress party have always 
that \inder these circumstances effective ministry is impossible. 
Popular Government has not l>een conferred on the j>eople of this 
(ountry. The real fa<*t i.s that no subject has been transferred although 
certain departments have l>een so tninsferred. The Ministers have no 
effei’tive ** inuitrol ” over the supenor offi(‘ers of their departments nor 
have they any ” voice ” in their sele<’tion. 

This being the [ae«ttioii ; we. the memliers of the Congress party, 
hold that we cannot have any confidence in the Ministers who are pre- 
partui to a('cept btfi<*e under these conditions. We have no confidence in 
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4liein if we find that they have not the Imrkin^ of a majority of the 
elected members of the Council; we have no confideme in them if we 
find that their conduct of aft'airs iii the management of jmblic concern 
bas not shown any com ern for the welfare of those for whom they 
w^ere responsible; we have no (onfidence in them if we find that their 
only chance of keeping? their office is based not on the amount of work 
they have done for their country and the people, but on the vajrue 
promises of help and support t() members of their Council or their 
families. We have no confidence in the ministries when we find that 
they have to depend on the official votes to save themselve> from dis- 
aster. We have no confidenie in tlje ministries who are not prepared 
by themselves to secure for the sub|ect <»f this vast country even the elemen- 
tary rights which every citizen in any civilised (lovenuuent possesses. 
When a motion, l)efore this ('ouncil was moved by Habu Bejoy Kumar 
Chatterji, on the 22nd February, 1927, for the immediate release of 
all prisoners placed under rc>trairit under Regulation III of 1H18 and 
the Bengal Criminal Law Amendment Act, where were the Ministers^ 
On which side did they vote!*' Did they not by remaining silent on 
that occasion give a tacit c<»nsent to the ftirging of the fetters which 
are keeping hundreds of young men Whind the prison bars to-day ^ 
Did they speak on that iM-cuHiony Did they raise their voice of piutest 
against itJ^ What did they do when they found Hindus and Muham- 
madans, moderates and extremists, Swarajists and non-Swarajists 
filing into the opposition lobby on the ([uestioiif^ e ktiow that they 
kept to their places perhaps as a sfKM ial concession granted by His 
Excellency. Did they not vote for granting a large sum of money 
for the Band establishment and Bodyguard establishments of the 
Oovernory Did they think that their prestige would Iw affected if 
they did not attempt to maintain the prestige of the (iovernory When 
the demand for the Secret Service money was made, did they vtde 
on the popular side^ 

Why should this l>e sof' Why must it In* that the Ministers— 
our popular Ministers — the [people’s men, the leaders of the elected 
representatives of the Council, should l)e bound down to the chariot 
wheels of a benign Government!'' Mr. Chakruvarti, as leader of the now 
defunct Nationalist party in the Council, had led his party into the 
no-Iobby and refused the formation of n ministfy on three (M-casions, 
until certain es.Hential conditions were con}p^j|ed with, has now accepted 
office without those conditions. And what is the result ^ M hile he 
and his party in 1925 refused to accept the principle that the ItM-al 
Oovemiiient should (‘ontrihute towards the cost of construction of road- 
ways on the Bally Bridge, he has to vote to-flay for a grant of Rs. 
lakhs of people’s money, his people’s money, towards the same projerds. 
What a humiliation for him? What was there to prevent him from 
voting on the popular side? He could not do this only because he 
was the creature of the Government, a limb of the bureaucracy. 
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because he could not command any majority among the elected members 
of the Council, because he does not represent the people at all except 
that he managed to be a popular Minister by getting into the Council 
through the back door of a close and special constituency. 

The Hon ’hie Mr. B. Chakravarti, Sir, is obviously an honourable 
man. He gave a glowing account of his programme in March last. 
He trusted that Ministers with their joint efforts will be able to f 
alleviate, if not eliminate, the communal tension which is eating into 
the vitals of our society. Will he, as an honourable man, tell what 
steps, if any, lia.s he taken towards the progressive realisation of that 
ideal? Has the daily paper, The Benf/ali, which obtains bis subsidy, 
fK)ured oil over troubled waters or has it continued to prove “ bar and 
anathema ” on this vexed tension? May I ask him w'hat special facility 
he has provided or attempted to provide for an expansion of Moslem 
education, for the starting of two institutions for Moslem girls whicli 
he had put in the forefront of his programme? Has he endeavoured 
to provide for adecpiate Moslem representation in the Senate during 
his period of office? Would it be news to him that during the fast 
three months two vacancies occurred in the Senate due to the expiry 
of terms of office of two Senators? Sir Abdur Rahim’s term expired 
on the IGth of June, 1927. This fellowship still remains unfilled 
whereas Dr. Bhandarkar wh(>se tenn expired so late as 10th of August 
last has already been renominated. May I ask if this is fulfilling the 
pledges he gave mi the 12th of March? 

Sir, befoie I finish with this aspect of the question I must state 
iH'fore the Council the motive behind this resolution, because ve can 
only judge of human acti(uis by the motives underlying them. We 
have regarded and we still regard the institutions of ministry as a sham 
aijd myth, so far as grant of responsibility and power is concerned. 
We have always considered that ministers are the prop of an alien 
bureamuacy on which the beautiful supei-structure of irresponsible 
[Kiwer is built. AVe are committed to non-acceptance in accordance 
with our C(»ngress pledges. Therefore, in making this motion I and 
my party have no personal interest. 1 can, however, assui’e His 
Excellency and every member present here and the public outside that 
we have tabled this motion after full consideration and mature judg- 
ment, We have done so not in a “spirit of levity,” “ not as a pastime,” 
as the Hon’ble Mr. Ohuxnavi would have the public to believe. We 
have done so with a full sense of responsibility for our action. However 
much we may la* maligned, whatever attempts may W made to taboo 
everything that emanates from the other side of the House, we would 
never liave taken this responsibility unles.s we felt that we are voicing 
the feelings of the puhlie in this matter. We feel it our duty to say 
that a gentleman, who has proved himsHf unfit to manage public 
coueerns, who has Wn at any rate morally responsible for the ruin 
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af two national inBtitutions and of many hoinea in Henffal, should not 
be placed in charjre of important departments of Oovernment.

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<!(>py of fhe Statesman containing a report of the above speech reached 
iny hand. In that speech he has given us a catalogue of his achieve- 
ments; medical education and need of up-to-date hospitals is now being 
carefully tackled; his next achievement, the problem of rural water- 
supply, has not escaped his attention. I may declare for all whom it 
may concern tliat if any credit for the increase in medi(‘al schools is to 
he given to any individual the Maharaja Bahadur of Xadia should be 
given his full share of encomium; but 1 am sure he will not object to 
giving Mr. (Iluiznavi a part of his reflected glory. His next achieve- 
ment was the scheme which was the dream of Deshbandhu. It is the 
privilege of the Minister to give full impetus to that scheme. We all 
kin)w the liist(»rv of this scheme. If Sir James Donald's stony heart 
}m<l not melted, the Hon’Me Minister would have l)een no nearer the 
scheme than he was in 1924. AVe know how this scheme was launched; 
we know also how the scheme was taken up to the point whi(‘h it has 
now reached. There are five other items in the record. I need not 
worry the members of the Council nor do I intend to take their time by 
repeating them. He is careful not to tell us whether it is the unwritten 
practice* of Ministers in all civilized countries to canvas for votes with 
pi-omises of preferment. T am told that during his ree'ent tour to one 
place (I believe at Khulna) he refused nominations of certain indi- 
viduals who were recommended bv the Magistrate, He only put in the 
names of those who had gone to give him honour and respect. Is it the 
unwritten jiraclice of Ministei's in all (‘i^ilized countries to sit tight on 
official files in order to serve their own y)ers()nal int(‘rests, to re<iuest 
subordinates to bring pressure to bear on the doubtful and the hesitat- 
ing voters y He is careful not to tell us why his six months of office 
in 1924 were so barren of achievement. What has made the j>iesent 
re<'ord so refreshing as he says? He does not tell us ^ hether there is any 
constitutional popular Minister in any civilized countiv in the world 
w'ho would stick to his office when 21 out of ‘18 elected members of his 
own community of whi<*h he is the high priest and champion in this 
House v(jted against his salary' on the 12th March, 1927. These members 
di<I not come a-^ we have come pledged to non-acceptance of office; they 
did not come t<» oppose the w'orki ng of the I'eforms and yet when he 
found that at any rate 21 of ‘18 members who had come to the Council 
on the same ticket as he had. voted against his salary' / 

(^(Here (he memWr Inning reached the time-limit was ali(>w'e<l to 
finish his speech.) \ 

Was it not hi** duty to offer his resignatioii to His Excellency the 
Ilovernory He is not ashamed to continue in office even when the 
majority of the elected Indian raeiuWrs of the Council voted against 
his salary in Majrh last. 

AVith the ul»ove words I Wg to move the two motions that stand in 
my name. 
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NiWlllv KHWA4A HABIBULLA: In rittinjf <o »uppt>rt the 
motion move<l hy Dr. Hidhan Chandra Roy on a vote of non-eon fidence 
against the present Ministers, 1 wimld like to submit the I'easons whieh 
compelled me and others of the same opinion to speak and suptK>rt the 
same motion. We, the Muhammadans, came to this (\>uncil with a 
special mandate fn>m our constituencies to work diondiy. We carried 
out the mandate and even voted for the Ministers upjminted hy Ijord 
L>iton, the then Govern(»r of Bengal, thinking that <mr community and 
the country at large would henefit But the result of the work done hy 
the Mini'^tcrs is practically nil. IVomiNes were made hut hud not been 
kept. I rep<*at, that we arc for diandiy hut vc feel that the present 
Ministers are incapable of doing any giMul to the country. A trial has 
l)een given hut it has not been a su(‘<‘ess. 

A greater reason for supporting this motion is that — is it right for 
men who arc in a hiirh position to intimidate memhers of their party 
hy threats of futurv reprisals y 1 s«y it cannot la* done and to show our 
disapproval we have cut off all connc<‘tions wth the Muslim Council 
I*ai'ty. T hope that the whole Bouse will support thene motioiiH. 

It is said that we are going against diarchy. I emphatically say 
that it is not so for the simple reuMUj that the Mini'^tcr^’ salaries have 
been passed for tire year. If this Ministry grres another will he 
appointed in its place; therefore, the (prestion of diurc’hy d«»es not arise 
for the Muhaminadan*^. 

Mr. W. L. TRAVERS! I rise thus early in the debate to plar e before 
the Council as clearly and as briefly as I can what the British jrarty in 
this House intend to do on the motion lM*fore it and their reasons for so 
doing. 

First of all it has been said in r-oii mo tion with this motion that the 
constituti<mal issue does no* ari^e. (hie reply to this ha.s already l>een 
given from the extremely well-reasoned speech of the hon’hle mover 
agaimst the systi-m of diuichy, and I would infonii him also that with 
«)mc of what he says my part> are in agreement. But where w'e join 
issue on the subject of rliarchv is clear and simple and it is this that we 
do not consider that diai’chy has had in this provinee a fair trial; more- 
over we consider that this luotion and the debate to-day and the many 
debates that have gone before are evidences of that statement. Now, 
Sir. to say another woni or two in i-egard to the question not being a 
constitutional one, it is an opinion with which we disagree. It is stated 
that the Ministers' salaries were passed in the last Vmdget and, there- 
fore. further Ministers will >»e apiadiited. They may be appointed hut 
it »<H‘ms to me that within a .short time — unless indeed there W a change 
of heart in the party opposite — the pre<loniinant party opposite — ^and 
they take office, unless that happens, I say again that Ministers may 
I)e appointed with a very small majority and then there may he another 
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vote of no confidence and a further appointment of Ministers and so on 
till the end. So I say that if the present combination Iw finished, if 
the vote to-day be passed and the Ministers forced to resiffn, the consti- 
tutional issue will arise. The vote to-day will finish diarchy in this 
province for a considerable period at least as effectively as if the votes 
for the salaries of Ministers had been refused in the bud^^et. In connec- 
tion with the possible future appointment of Ministers I do make it 
perfectly plain that it is not a iiiie. qvn non with the British non- 
official party in this House that they will support any ministry that may 
he appointed. It is true that they have as a rule supported Government 
in this House hut they were forced into that position because they were 
the supporters of the constitution and there is a party, a lai*pe party 
permanently in opposition not to Government hut to the Constitution 
itself. 

Now, Sir, t<» he^in with the Hon’hle Mr. Ghuznavi. He was 
appointed (»nly six months ajifo. His appointment was ajrreed to hy the 
votes of the conjhination and in the majority of that comhination who 
voted for the Ministers’ salaries was the British party. There have been 
in this (\)uncil fre(|uent and constant battles hetwetm diarchy and the 
Gpj)osition and now apparently there is to he a chancre of direction in 
the same way hut not with the same object. Knowing: that the stay of 
diarchy is impossible now the fitness of the Ministers is to he attacked 
after only six months’ trial. 

4-15 p.M. 

We have come to the (-ouncil with two objects — the one is to repivsent 
as fairly and as justly ns we can all British interests and the (►ther is that 
we all desire most ardently to do what is possible each in our humble 
w'uy something' in the diie<'tion of social reforms annmgst the people. 

Sir, I live, as you all know, in the heart of the country and the 
immensity and urg:ency of the pit)blem of doin^ somethini; to raise the 
standard of comfort of the people of this province g:rows on one’s mind 
day by day and month after month. I see epidemics; I see no Doctor 
available to treat people. Government may do what it can but at the 
same time the state of affairs in the piovince in re^gard to the improve- 
ment of health, the increase of wealth, the improvement of agriculture 
and .so on is imperative. I say that one of the main reasons which 
binder progre,ss in raising the standai'd of comfort of the people has 
been the con.stant and frecpient fights over diarchy and over the 
Ministers. Instead of devoting their time and energy in helping 
forward .the cause of the departineuU whi<*h are transferred, the repre- 
sentatives of Bengal here have spent four years in ploughing the sands 
of the tea in endless discu.ssion and fight over diari'hy. I al»o ask thia 
Council how it is possible to effect efficiency much less progress — 
efficiency of administration in the transferre<l deimrtments when these 
departments are lieiug bandied from pillar to poet, from Member to 
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MiniHter and from Minister to Meiiil>er and back again to Minister. 
There can be no continuity of policy. There can scarcely be any 
progress. For these reasons and bwause we «*onsider that a constitu- 
tional issue is raised, we are supjrorting diarchy. We consider, more- 
over, that the Agricultural Minister has not had a fair chance in six 
monthxH to prove his worth and hi^i ability. Mind you, we also appn*- 
ciate efiicieu<‘y. We shall in the futniv, when we consider there has 
l>een a fair and reasonable time, examine with cure what has Ihhui done 
and if we consider that the H<»n’hle Minister — say in six months* time — 
is not pr(»gressing and if some of tliese pr(*jec(s winch Dr. Hoy has 
refen*ed to uml the inemhers of tliis House, have not really moved 
towards completion, we shall then joiti tliein in voting against tlie 
Minister. 

As regards the Hon’hle Mr. ('hakiinarti we also Nujvpoit this motion 
on the constitutional grouml to whi< h 1 have alrea«ly referred. I have 
one other remark to make ami it is thi.s: There have been certain 
allegations made against Mr. Cliakiavaiti in connection w'ith bis 
busines^ affairs in regard tc» public iiiNtitutioiis. Wc <*onsi4lcr that at 
the piesent moment it is in a way suh judirr. We should, thereforv, 
prefer to wait for the rejMUt Indore we promuinct* any judgment. 

Mr. 8. C. MUKERdI: 1 am glad that l)t. H. ibo ha^ moveit this 
resolution of no confidence in a bifurcated fashmn, that is, he has nt)t 
lumped the two Ministers in <*m* motion but has kept the two Ministers 
(juite '*e[)arate. So far a> 1 am com'eineil, dining tin* last seven years 
oj m> tenure of otfi( e in tliis (’oum-il, no suhjt‘<'t, no (piestion has 
caused me such deep pain and anxiety as the one which has been moved 
by Dr. Iloy: and after very careful and mature consideration and in 
olieilience to the dictates of my <-onscicnce, I feel that I should Hup]M>rt 
Dr. Rov .so far as the Ifon'ble Mr. ('hakra\arti is comeine*! uml oppose 
Dr. Roy so far as the flon’lde Mr. (ihuznuvi is com erned. Sir, I am 
sorry that Dr. Roy entered into a long thesis on the merits and deim*ritH 
of diarchy. So far as the constitutional issue is (‘oiicerned. we are (juife 
aware of the pronounced views of the Swanij party, ami the Swaraj 
party is equally aware of our view- regarding this constitutional 
question. So far as the Swaraj party is ciuiecrned, they think that 
diarchy is inade<jviate, uiisati.sfa<’t<iry and disappointing and, therefore, 
it must go and it must not be given any chance. Whereas we. on the 
other side of the House, feel that diandiy neeils considenible readjust- 
ment. We feel, iiowever, that there are *.uffieieiit grounds for giving 
it a fair trial, and in fact a fair trial has l»een given to it in several 
provinceii of the Indian Empire. So far as tJim question is. eoncemeil, 
I do not take it as a (^mstitulionul issue at all. I take it to be a perwmal 
question, pure ami simple, r/r., whether these two Ministers enjoy the 
confidence of the House or not. I take the question in that light; and 
though I feel it gives me great pain, 1 must say. after what has 
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happened dunnjir the last six months, my confidence in the Hon’ble Mr. 
Chakravarti has been rudely shaken. Not only my confidence, but so 
far as I am aware and so far as I am able to f^uess the feelings of my 
community, it has shaken the confidence of my community, also, viz., 
the Indian Christian community. I feel, taking all things into con- 
sideration, that the destiny of 45 millions of people in the matter of 
education which I cjonsider to be the most important portfolio in the 
whole of the transferred departments can hardly be left with safety in 
the hands of Mr. Chakravarti, Sir, the w'hole of Bengal is in mourning 
to-day because of the very sad calamity that has befallen thousands of 
w'idowH and orphans whoai'e shedding tears and who have not got a single 
pice to fall buck upon. I, therefore, feel constrained to support Dr. 
Roy’s motion so far as Mr. Chakravarti is concerned. 

As regards the Ilon’ble Mr. (Ihuznnvi, my feelings are Cjuite different. 
T know that he has his limilatioiis — those limitations were demonstrated 
in certain communal (juestions — but who i^ there who has not his 
limitations y Wh<^ is there that has alw^ays been infallible, 1 feel, and 
conscientiously feel, that he has tried his level l>est to do justice to th(* 
position with which he has lM‘en entrusted. 1 know that sins of 
omission and commission liave been enumerated against him. Had Dr. 
Roy been in his place, I could also have cnumeiated sins ot the same 
nature in the matter of the <lischarge of his onei-ous dutie>. I do not 
think in the same way that Dr. Roy thinks. The only reasonable coui'se 
for us is to judge each Minister on his owm merits. 

I At 4-U) I'.M. the Council was adj<»urned and it reassembled at 4-48 P.M.] 

Rai JADUNATH MAZUMDAR Bahadur: The game of no- 
ministry” is being played for the third time in this (^ouncil within the 
last six nionths. We had it at first in January, then in February or 
Maich and we are going to have it now . This game of no-ministry has 
l)e©ii played not only here, hut all over India, but we know with what 
result. The result is that those who are for no-ininistry have always 
Iweii defeated. Only the other day there was a imJion for no-ministry 
in Madras, and it was defeatetl ; so I am M»rry my friends on the opposite 
side are going to revive the old (uy and bring forward again the same 
arguments that have l)een thrashed out a hundred times not only in 
this House, hut all over India. (A voice: We do not support a bank 
swindler.) Even if we upset the pre.sent ministry we do not gain much. 
It is always argued that the present ministry is not a perfect one; 
nobody ever pretended that it was; we all know that the Ministers have 
been working with certain limitations, that known to all; it is idle 
(o elaborate those limitations. It is idle to cry over the ministry under 
the pi««ent Act. (A voice: What about (he Jessore overdraft.) 
Try to change the present <*oustitution if you can, that is good, but it 
is idle to try to throw away the present ministry. My friends on the 
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other side have ur^d that there should be no ministry at all; then 
this vote of censure is not uf^inst any particular Ministers, hut against 
the ministry as a whole. Their attitude, I say, is inconsistent ami not 
in consonance with the spirit of patriotism. (A voice; We do not 
support bank swindlei-s.) 

Mr. W. L. TRAVERS: May I rise to a {a>int of order, Sir. Is* 
the Rai Bahadur addressing the House, or is it my friend oi» the opposite 
side^ Both are on the d(M)r of the House. 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Order, order. The Rai Bahadur must be 
allowed to speak without any further interruptions.

Rii JADUNATH MAZUMDAR BflhiMllir: It rennnds me of the 
old stor}’ ot the man who w*'nt in search of a bride; many brides were 
chosen, fmt they all failed to satisfy him; he found sonoi defea t in all 
ot them. So 1 say, we may get tlie best Ministers for'J^^V Swarajists, 
but they will always Hnd some tlefect or some mistake in thefjj. ^I'here- 
tore I say that this cry of no-ministiy has no n»otii in this (^ouncil. It 
has l>eeii said that the Ministers lo.st the coiifiiience <jf the puhlic at the 
time when the (piestion of the release i)f the detenus was considered by 
tiu* (’oum il. My friends know well that though the Ministers did not 
approve of the policy of the (fovernment, they c<iuld not go against the 
(rovei liineut. (A voice; 1 hey slooild have then re.signed.) 'I'liev 
would have resigned if theN knew that the Swaraj party was going t(s 
move this motion, (A voice; No cotton gamblers.) They would have 
resigned if some of the mem hers of the Swaraj party, many of them 
clever men, intelligent men, excellent men, w'ould come in unci take their 
places: hut they knew that none ot the Swaraj party would take their 
place and l)e prepared to come and u<*cept responsihility ; the Swaraj 
party have always avoided resjmnsihility. That is not logical ; you are 
approaching (he subject in a spirit of levity. If (here lie no ministry 
what will he the n*sull The traiisteired departments will he taken over 
as reserved departments and you will lose the chance of passing what 
is called a vote of censure again ujKin them. You cannot pass a vote 
of censure against the Hon’hle Mi. Mcd»erly, or the Hon’ble Sir James 
Donald, you c'unnot call upon them to resign. Therefore 1 say that this 
motion fin yc>ur part ii not at all logic'al. Ycm are expecting the Minis- 
ters to perform mirac les. I'hey have only l»een in c>ffice a few months. 
Had the Ministers been guilty of misfeasance or malfeasance I wduld 
have myself voted against them. Mr. (’hakravarti is a lifelong friend; 

I would not believe anything against him iinleas anything is estab- 
lished. (A voice: What akmt the Bank!^) I think it is unfair to^ 
move a vote of censure w hen this matter is auh judire 
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Mr. PRESIDENTS Rai Bahadur^ will you please address your re- 
marks to the Chair, and not to the other members? 

Rai dADUNATH MAZUMDAR Bahadur: I am sorry, Sir, but you 
are here to protec t me, and if you do not protect me, I must protect 
myself. As reg-ards the two Ministers, Mr. Chakravarti and 
Mr. Ohuznavi : I understand Dr. Bidhau Chandra Roy has moved this 
vote of cenHure against them cm the ground of no-ministr>' and not on 
personal grounds. I am very glad that he has not referred to any ex- 
traneous matters. What is the position of Mr. Chakravarti? He has 
been here for only six months; can you expect him to work miracles to 
bring down the moon to earth in order to give you light? You can 
bring a charge against anybody. But what charge have you against 
Mr. (^lakruvarti ? I.m it that he ha.s not freed the Calcutta University 
fnoti the trammels of officialdom; that he has not been trying to give 
universal juimarv education? You want him to work miracles within 
six months. Can even Dr. Roy work miracles within six months? 

My friend Mr. Mukerji has referred to the matter of the failure of 
the bank; th^ le.ss said about that matter the better; as I have .said, that 
matter is nift jlidice and it has not been established that Mr. f'hakravarti 
has done 'fltfiything wrong; he is a lifelong frieiul of mine 

Dr. BIDHAN CHANDRA ROY; Is the hon'ble member right in 
show'ing us his thumbs like this? (I/)ud laughter.) 

Mr. PRESIDENT: Order, order. 1 think the member should be 
4illowe(l to <*ontinue. 

Rai JADUNATH MAZUMDAR Bahadur: 1 repeat that it is un 
fair to puss a vote of censure on a person against whom a case is said 
to be pending, or is suit jndtre; the matter is l)eing enctuired into and 
wlien you shall have found that Mr. Chakravarti has been guilty of 
anything which is not worthy of the position of u Minister of this 
House, then 1 shall be the first man to vote against him. 

As regards Mr. Ghuxnuvi, it is said that he is guilty of not support- 
ing the Muhammadans in the Kulkati case; but is the Eulkati case a 
mutter in the jurisdiction of the Ministers of this House? Can he 
act us a MemlHM* in charge of Police? Why not ask the Member to 
‘encpiire into the mattcw instead of asking the Mini.stcw to resign?

Is that a logical proposition or is that the sort of proposition which 
should come fnmi intelligent and patriotic men like those of my friends 
•on the other side of the House? It reminds me of the English saying — 

I do not like the Dr. Fell, 

The reason why I cannot tell. 
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ITou do aot like to have Ministew, but why should you go against every 
body whoever be the Minister and the reason you cannot sayj' Even 
|| a paragon of men and a most exc^elleut man like my friend Dr, Didhau 
Cuandra Roy be a Minister you will cry him dtiwn to*morrow. There* 
fore, there is no case against these parti<‘uiar Ministers. What you 
want is that there should be no ministry and that question has l)een 
over and over again dealt with very carefully not only here but all over 
India. Therefore, I say don’t give a bad name to Bengal — that Bengal 
did not know how to act pi-operly. The Statutory Com- 
mission will l)e coming shortly and they will see what you 
are doing. This is a matter whi<*h ought not to W treated 
with levity. Therefore, 1 say don't judge jieople by this or that. 
What has Mr. (IhuKiiavi done to deserve your condemnation except thjC 
he does not belong to your party or to the party which 4h>es not ac<ypt 
office. You are also not prejiaied to uc<‘ept Mr. Chakruvarti. I find 
from papers ciiTulated yesterday — “ Down with swindlew,*’ “ down 
with Mr. Chukravarti,” “ (h»wn with (lujachakru.” The matter is 
suh judire and nothing has yet been substantiated against him. Down 
with every dishonesty, hut let that dishonesty be prove<I to the hilt 
l>efore you cry <lown anybody. Sup|MKe there were no Bengal Xutitmal 
Bunk affair or tlie Bangu Luxini Cotton Mill affair. 


Mr# PRESIDENT: Rai Bahadur, you need not take any notice of 
the remarks made by the other side. 

Rii JADUNATH MAZUMDAR Batiadur: I am under your care 
ami if you do not take care of me 1 shall have to take care of myself. 
Those remarks cannot disturb the equanimity of my temper. 


Mr. PRESIDENT: Order, order. I cannot allow you to pnweed 
any further.

fir ABD*UR RAHIM; Sir, I wish to bring to (he notice of the 
House that Maulvi Abul KasePi, who is u nienil»ei <d‘ mir part> also 
gave notice of a motion similar to this. As Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy 
obtained periiiinsion of the House to move his motion, it was not neces- 
sar>* on the part of Maulvi Abul Kaseni to ask for fwfrmis^ion again, I 
wish to make the position of my party perte< tly clear. Bo far as my 
position with reference to the question l>efore the Himst* is comwrned, 
there can be, and there ought to l>e, no doubt whatever. I have on 
more than <me occasion defined my position perfe<*tly clearly. Our 
party u fully conwdous of the serious defects in the present constitu- 
tion and I have pointed out these defects more than once— and specially 
before the Muddiman Committee while I was a Member of the Bengal 
government. But inspite of the defects, we think that no harm can

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be done and that some good may be achieved by properly working the 
present constitution — I say deliberately “ properly working the constitu 
tion ’’ because if you have Ministers who do not command the confidence 
of the public especially of the elected portion of this House, I eay the 
transferred departments cannot be properly managed and instead oi 
doing any good to the country the Ministers may retard the progresi! 
of the constitution. If the Ministers have to depend on stray individual 
votes it demoralises public life and it demoralises the administration 
We know this by experience — it is not a mere theory. There a« 
members of this House who will remember the last ministry^ of whicl 
again the Hon’ble Mr. Ghusmavi was a member. W^e know whai 
happened and we know now what is happening. I do say that ii 
Ministers do not have a sufficient following and if they have to depend 
upon a few individual votes in isupport of their office the result is very 
demoralizing to the administration and must necessarily be so. There- 
fore, my position, so far as I am concerned is perfectly clear. Whethei 
the Swarajists are right in taking up the attitude they have taken and 
in which they persist it is not for me to argue with them again. That 
is the attitude of the Congref^s. The fact remains that a veiy large 
iiuinl>er of the elected members of this House are bent on not givinfi? 
this reformed (‘onstitution a fair trial. In the circumstances, it is very 
difficult, if not, impossible to carry on the Government under the 
Government of India Act. But there is a large section of the House 
again who do believe that w’ith all the limitations of the present con- 
stitution it is capable of doing scnne good, and His Excellency the 
Governor told the House only two days l)a(‘k in no uncertain terms that 
if the vote of uo-coiifidence was passed he would immediately appoint 
other Ministers. Naturally so — be(*au8e the salaries of the Ministers 
were passed in March last, though some of us did not want to pass the 
salaries, l>ecause they had no faith in the Ministers who were appointed. 
I ask the House to carry their memory a little further back. They will 
reineinl)er the fii-st ministry that was appointed by Ijord R<maldshay, 
a ministry with Sir Surendra Nath Bunerjea at the head. Can an\ one 
who was a meml>er of this Hoiwe then deny that that Ministry proved 
perfectly successful? You know that at that time non-co-operation was 
raging in the ('ountry in a violent form. There was a very strong 
feeling against the British regime in India. In spite of all that, the 
course of the ministry at that time ran smoothly and especially because 
of Sir Surendra Nath V exceptional personality and gifts, the constitu- 
tion w^as worked with success. I say that this is an admitted fact. 
Can any one deny that the Calcutta Municipal Act which was passed 
at the time was a measure whicdi the people of this country appreciated 
greatly and for which they w-ill remain grateful to the memory of Sir 
Surendra Nath? What happened after I.<ord Uonaldshay left? Some 
members of this HoiBe will remember what happened to the next 
ministry. In the first instance a great mistake was made , in reducing:

There is a tody 
If opinion-I should say almost universal opinion that the only possible 
toe of advanee in the eonstitution is along the line, of i^sminsible 
Joveriiment. If that is so, what is sought to be proved by keeping the 
wo gentlemen in otfiiev Is it sought to lie pmved that d.arehy or 
•esponsible (Joyeinment of the transferred departments has proyed 
uceessfuly Is that what is sought to be proved by keeping two gentle- 
men in ofliee" If so, then I ask, in all seriousness, the HoiTble Membera 
the (Joveriimetit whether they think that by produriiig these two 
Ministers tofore the Statutory (hmimission they will make out that 
ease On the other hand, is it sought to p.ove by piodueing these 
gentlemen tofoie the Statutory f'ommiiMioii that responsible Oovem- 
ment is not suited to this pn.vitiee, that the people are eussed, so 
obstinati? that they do not know what im for them. I do not care 
how that Commission is eom|a.,sed— whether it has a single Indian on 
It or not as has been suggested hy some people. I say that you can- 
not prove anything by saying; "Well, we have got these gentlemen 
as Ministers and therefore Dian-hy has lieen suiVessful or unsueeessfiil.'' 
The difficulty is this. A mistake has been made— I do not say on 
purpose— hut owing to a combination of circumstances. W’heii you 
have got men who do not command the confidence of the people, who 
do not deserve the confidence of the people, it is idle to say " Oh ! keep 
-them anyhow, diarchy at any cost, even if it serves no purtios^. „„d 
does not improve the administration." On the other hand it is dragging 
(he administration— I am sorry to say— through the mire. In such « 
ease, would yon still say : “ Yes : we roust have thaw g«ntl«mra.” 
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This is my case. 1 do not want to go into details. I should be 
taking up too much of your time if I went into details; but I think 
most members of this House know the facts and it is not necessary for 
me to go into them. 1 would ask you in all seriousness : Is it d^irable, 
is it proper that these gentlemen should be kept in their office? 

5-15 p.M. 

You have seen what opinion the Hon'ble membei-s of this House 
hold of them. In the face of that opinion of the majority of the 
representatives of the i)eople, I would specially ask the English 
members of this House if they really think it their duty to cast their 
votes in favour of the Ministers. 

As regards Mr. (ihiiymavi I want to make this i>erfectly clear tliat 
people in season and out of season have been maliciously circulating a 
suggestion that there was some sort of personal ijuarrel between us. 
There was no personal quuirel l)etween us and that my strong objection 
lias been to his public conduct and it is on this ground that I hold 
that he should not continue as Minister. The public has no confidence 
in him. Most of the members will remember that after what hapj)ened 
at Kulkuti at Harisal I fcmnd it my duty to resign my seat and to seek 
a mandate from my constituency. You know how that incident stirred 
up the Muhammadan community in Bengal and if you followed the 
newspapers you will agree with me tliat it stirred up the community 
ill all parts of India and raised indignation to a high pitch in the 
community throughout the whole country. Tht‘y have not forgotten it 
nor arc they likely to forget it unless full redress is given. It was a 
special duty of one who i-epresented tlie Moslem community in the 
(ioverument to press stnuigly upon the (Toverninent to grant our very 
modest prayer — and what was that prayer.^ — only a prayer for an 
independent and impartial enquin*. A representative of the people 
who has not the courage even to do this much do you think that the 
people can have the least confidence in him. I ask Mr. (Ihuznavi to 
come to the country and .seek re-election from his home district where 
he has got his jsamindari, and I say with confidence that he will never 
be returned. The whole community is opposed to him. Are you going 
to defy the community in this fashion? 

As regards Mr. Chakiavurti, I have no j>ei’sonal quarrel with him 
either. As a matter of fact we have been old friends^ 

Mr. PRESIDENT: I am afraid, your time is up. 

Th6 HOfilMt HadD Mr. A. K. ABU AHMED KHAN CHUZNAVt: 

8ir, It is only a shoH while ago that I had an occasion to say elsewbel5e 
that ai^ificial cloiuU were beginning to gather on the political hnriaon 
of Bengal, and that a fi-esh attempt would again be made to stop the 
work of the reforms and to arrest its further progress in Bengal. My 
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predictions have come true. I would say at once that this vote of uik 
confidence is merely a maineuvring, a sordid political move, in order 
to gain cheap notoriety and to secure the halo of victory on the part 
of some, and to satisfy personal grudge and private spite on the part 
of others. But, Sir, I ask, have they ever paused to consider what the 
effect of their favourite jmstiine is likely to Ih» on the future of this 
province? Have they ever paused to consider that at the expense of 
satisfying a personal grudge and securing the applause of the gallery 
they are really setting back the hands of the clock of progms so far as- 
this province is concerned? Have they (‘oiisideivd what harm they have 
already done tt» the progress and well-being of the land they live in and 
the yet givuter harm which they are likely to cause in view of the f(»rth- 
coming advent of the Statutory Commission? They have already 
succeeded in one thing, namely, to render Bengal n hy-word of ridicule. 
A time was when while llengal led, the rest of India followed. Now 
it is Bengal tha* is d(»omed to lag behind other provinces us the 
result of the light-hearted pastime^ in whi<‘h they have been indulging 
for some years pa^t. 

Bengal now stamls isolated and alone while the reforms arv working 
satisfact<U'ily in all the other provinces. In spite of ‘he ilict<U'ic 
of my friend. Dr. KiJV, and his disavowal of any personal motive in 
bringing this m<»tioii, 1 am afraid that a great deal of personal 
motives have enteied into this m(»tion. He has tried explain the 
attitude of his party with regard to the ipiestioii of diarchy and he 
has dilated on the provisions of the Ac^ which gives the (Governor the 
p{>wei to admiruster the transferred departments irrespective of the 
question of the Minister. He has told the House thn* the Divisions of 
the Act do not c(mfer any real resp<insibility on the people. He has told 
the House that the (toveiiior can interfere in all makers and function of 
the jKiwer of the Minister. Tins is far from the tnitb. May 1 tell him 
that it is the Minister who really makes out the |Mdicv? May I tell 
him that the (tovernor is there to take and give advice to and to guide 
and Iw guided by the Minister. 1 say that it is jMissihle for any Minister 
to do Kuffit'ieuf good to his country and the people if he really 
wishes to do «o and if he is worth his salt. In all civilised countries 
where parliamentary institutions flourish, it is not jiossible tf» bring in 
a imtticm of no-confidence against any Minister on such flimsy pretext — 
nay, it would Ire unthinkable. There such a motH»ii must Ik* based oil 
some eoiistitutioiial issue or some particular question of policy or some 
matters coune<rted with the public weal : but here, in the s|>e(H‘hes to 
wliich I have listened patiently I have failed to find a single instance, 
which they have l»een able to <'ile of any action on my part whereby 
I <*otiId have possibly forfeited the (‘onfidence of roy countrymen. 

It was only in March last when a vigorous attempt was made to 
thitrw out the salary* of the Ministers. At that time, T must say, so far 
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418 a large eectioii of fiiends on the opposite is concerned, there was 
wonie plausible ground inasmuch as it could have been interpreted as 
m attempt to kill diarchy altogether. The deplorable Kulkati incident 
was there : Full advantage was taken of arousing communal passions 
to the highest pitch : but in spite of all such sinister endeavour their 
attempt was defeated, and the verdict was entirely in our favour. 
What has happened since then? If any thing, I have been in the mean- 
time trying my humble best to do whatever I can in order to serve my 
God and my country. I consider it a sacred privilege to serve God by 
sening his creatures and that is what T have been doing. Ever since 
the assumption of office I have been untiring in my efforts to formulate 
and push through far-reaching schemes affecting the public welfare. 
I would briefly recapitulate a few items. Will it please my friend, 

Dr. Roy, if I tell him that I have initiated various schemes of public 
utility? Shall I tell him, although he treated the subject in that light- 
hearted fashion, whereas I did not for one moment treat then' in the 
way he has done? Shall I tell him that as regards the question of 
cholera — a disease which at once rouses terror in the minds of the 
people — that it was I who initiated a vigorous campaign against 
it? It was in Bengal that ‘10 years ago Dr. Hapkin invented that 
wonderful treatment. While other countries had taken advantage 
of this system of treatment and driven away cholera from their shai'es 
here in Bengal thousands were dying every month from cholera; but 
since the introduction of the above treatment the dea^h-rate has fallen 
off considerably. Was it a crime for the Minister to do this? Was it a 
crime to serve his countrymen, I ask? If so, I plead guilty to the 
charge, Then a> regards water-hyacinth, the House is j>erhaps aware 
that this ([uestion has been before them for a numl)er (»f years and still 
nothing tangible had been done. I have given very careful attention to 
this (question. Most o'f the members are perhaps not aware of the 
extent of the damage done alone to cixips by this }>est and they will 
perhaps be suri)iised if I say that in one district alone the loss to 
agriculture came to Rs. 47i lakhs. Alay I ask if it is a crime to take 
all steps that were necessary in order to eradicate the i>est? If so, I 
plead guilty to the charge. 

, Now, Sir, I turn to the regrettable Kulkati incident which has been 
yoked to the cause of political vendetta, and I will only say that they 
aw worse than vultures who could take advantage of the bodies of th<we 
martyi's for this political pn>pagauda. I have been told that I did not 
stir in the matter. L emphatically repudiate the charge. It was I who 
took a large number of the members of this House to wait upon the 
Hon’ble the Home Member and to represent Moslem feelings in this 
connection and press for necessaiy inquiry. — Nor did I stop at that. 
I also intense wed His Excellency Ia)rd Lytton, the then Governor, 
and did whatever was possible in the cireumstances, and I only rested 
when I felt sure that necessary action would be taken. 
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What have the other gentlemen done? I have been trying to rai»e 
fundi» for the relief of the people and they were trying to stop the eob 
lecting of those funds. Those funds, Ood willing, will l>e distributed 
to the people affei*ted in the fulness of time. 

I have no hesitation in saying that this is no honn fide motion of 
no confidence at all. It is merely an opposition arising frtnn a curious 
amalgam of political irresponsibilities and personal jealousies and dis- 
appointed hopes on the part of disgruntled politirians. It is such an 
( pposition which on the pretext of our having lost the Confidence of thif» 
House seeks to hound us out of office before we have even had a fair 
chance and time (d showing what we can do. thie can understand the 
attitude of the Congress Party in the Council whicli is avowe<lly out 
to oust diarchy and kill diarchy it that be possible. But 1 had hitherto 
thought that their opposition was against the principle and not against 
the personnel of the present ministry. But the op{)osition from theij 
new-found Moslem allies seems iiiexplieahle as these gentlemen were 
sent to the Couinul with a distinct mandate to work the reforms and 
not to destroy them. But their first act was to vote against the salaries 
of the Ministers. What lay hehitid their action then lies iH^hiud their 
action now and is quite patent to all. 

I have also been chnrgctl with keeping sil#*nf at the time when there 
was a motion Indbie the Ilrmse with regard to the release of the detenus. 

I was told that I I’emnined neutral. With your peiniission I will 
refer iny friends to the Rules of Business «ui this subject. SjMMikiug 
from memory 1 may huy that the rules are that when a Minister dm»s 
not happen to agree with anything that tnirispires in the Wf)rk of his 
colleagues, he cannot j)ossi!)ly oppose them by sfjeech or vote against 
them, there is only one ('(mrse ojien to him — and that is to remain 
ueutiwl. I am ^uie that my friends on the other side eannot la? 
possessed of the divine gifts of reading other people’s thoughts. They 
surely cannot pretend to tell me they know what thoughts were in my 
mind when I sat silent and did not vote on that resolution. 1 ask them 
is it fair on their pai*t to charge me with a thing to which they cannot 
ascribe any motive? 

I have also l>eeii charged with conimunulism and things of (hat 
kind, I beg to emphatically declare that everyone can have only 
approbation for a Muhammadan or a Hindu who safeguards the legiti- 
mate rights of his community without encroaching ujkih the rights of 
others. But we can have nothing but condenmatiori for that Hindu 
or that Muhammadan who tries to oust the other. In this land of 
ours it ia the duty of the Hindus and Muhammadans to live side by 
side as brothers. (Hear, hear!; As I have said on more than one 
occasion, that if my Moslem brethren will only realise that it is their 
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duty^not only to help each other but to live in amity with the members 
of all the sister communities then nothing on earth could retard 
their progress. 

(A voice : When did you discover That ?) 

I do not think I need take any notice of ([uestions of this kind. I 
shall }ye very pleased to reply to them outside the House as some of 
them come from men for whom I have very great regard. Such being 
the case I would appeal first of all to my Moslem brethren to assist 
me in the working of the refoims. I would appeal to all in the name 
of everything that is holy to consider the effect of their action to-day. 
We have been told that the Statutory Commission is coming 
shortly. I want to ask them squarely and fairly what verdict can the 
Statutory Commission give other than that Bengal is unfit for any 
further political advance if we go on as we are doing I fully share 
the views of my friend Sir Abdur Rahim that diarchy is not a perfect 
constitution. Diarchy has its faults, limitations and shortcomings. 
But is it not our duty to work diarchy and work the reforms for whai 
they are worth It is our duty to show l)y our merit that we are 
worthy of further reforms and further progress. It is not for us to 
say that be(‘ause this constitution is not perfect we won’t have it. It 
is for us to say that whatever be the' limitations of the system we will 
work it and show by our merit that we deserve something better. I 
need not remind my friends of the proverb “First deserve then 
desire,” We have got to prove our merit before tlie bar of the English 
Parliament and Wbue the bar of the British people, we have to prove 
that we are fit for further reforms Wfore we ('an expect to get them. 

If my friends on the other side would only recall the events in 
recent years that t(K)k place in Ireland and Italy, they would find that 
things were different from what things are in this country. A lot of 
blood was spilt and mat hiiie-guns were fired there but we have no such 
weapons to fight with but we have the greatest of weapons and that is 
to work the reforms and show by our action that we deserve further 
reform and further progress and responsibility. 

Here I stand and declare before (lod that I have been inspired all 
the time by one and one motive alone and that is to serve my country 
to the l>est of my ability. I do not claim to W infallible. I am ira^ 
perfect and conscious of my limitations. But I recognise it to bf» 
my duty to do what I can in order to serve and further the progress 
of this country. I frankly confess that I have always been 
inspire<l by these ideals in spite of what my friends on the other side 
of the House may say. In conclusion I can only deplore in the words 
of the poet — “Oh! what a i*aretv of honour and charity, under the 
SunT 
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Hm HwilHt Mr. tYOMKES CHAKRAVARTI: I do not dmn 

Mke a lonjf speech on the whole of the ground covered by tbe speech 
of the hon’ble membei’S. But one thing that I want to say is this; 
it has l)een rightly said by Mr, Travers that he and his party are going 
to wait because the matter of the Bengal National Bank is mth judiee 
and that if they discover there is ample misconduct on my part then 
there would l>e time for moving a motion of luM'onfidence. 

Mr. Mukerjbsaid something about the affairs of the Bank for which 
be could not support me. I refer him to that gentleman over there — 
Mr. Biswas, I refer to him l>ecause he does not Ivebmg to my party. 
He knows that I have still at stake something like Hs. 4o lakhs to save 
the Bengal National Bank and the Bangui Laklii Cotton Mills. I 
am still indebt^ to the Imperial Bunk on account of those Rs. 45 lakhs. 


Mr. J. M. SEN CUPTAj Mr. President, I had no desire to take part, 
in this debate l>ecause 1 realise, as .some of the meml»ers have alrcaily 
said, that it is very difficult from our point of view to say anything new 
on the subject. But I have to say a few words lest our attitude to the 
two motions i^ misunderstood or delil>eratelv misrepresented for reasons 
l>est known to the people who do .so misrepresent us. It is perfe<‘tly 
obvious, as Dr. Roy has |K»inted out when he moved hts two inotioiiH^ 
that we, the niembeis of the Congress part\, are not actuated by any 
personal motive or malice against any of the (wo Ministers. We have 
nut (ii««guised the fa<'t that a ministry under the present system of 
(Government can never represent the real mind of the pei»ple. ttn this 
j)oint thei*e is absolutely no itann for misundeisfunding. Even our 
opponents in the press as well in tins (\iuiici) (4iamWr have freely 
admitted that the attitude of the CmigresH has lieen consistent since 
the inauguration of the siM'ulled reforms. That attitude remains un- 
changed and I need not recapitulate the reasons liehind this determina- 
tion of the ('ongress. 

But, to-night. Sir, with your permission I should like to put myself 
in the position of those meiiilrers who arc prepared to work the present 
(H)nstitatioii for wdiatever they are worth. I shall in my humble w'ay 
make an attempt to convince every member of this House to whichever 
party or political gitmp he may l>elong, that so far as these tw'o motions 
are mncemed, if he de.4ires that the government of the country should 
be carried on by people who are aWive all suspicion of dishonesty or 
corruption, he cannot but lend his whole-hearted support to these 
motioBu Sir, I will ask the meml>ers of the Hcmse who do not belong 
to our party to tell me whether even if they find that Ministers have 
been guilty of scandalous liehaviour, they would still W prepared to 
support the pie-ient Ministers. 
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I shall take those different groups one at a time. Firat of all let 
me say a few words to the Muhammadan members of this Council. I 
would ask them whether or not they represent the Muhammadan com- 
munity of Bengal. I would ask the Muhammadan members who are 
not followers of Sir Abd-ur Rahim to answer me this question — Do 
you or do you not know that so far as the shooting at Ponabalia is 
concerned that the whole Muhammadan population of Bebgal condemned 
that shooting and demanded a public inquiry? If the answer is yes, 
then I would ask every Muhammadan member of the Council to what- 
•ever party he may belong to put a question to the Hon'ble Mr. Ghuanavi. 
I find he has left his chair. I hoped that he would be here to listen 
to what we have g(tt to say about him. But he has disappeared per- 
haps for the purpose of making his position 8 e(*ure. I would ask the 
Muhammadan members of this House to ask the Hon’ble Minister what 
pait he has played in connection with the affairs at Ponabalia, I must 
point out to the meinWrs of this House that I am only speaking so far 
as this question is concerned from the point of view of Muhammadan 
■(community of Bengal. The Indian National Congress does not consider 
any question from the communal }M>int of view. They will look at a 
question fi’om the National point of view only. (Hear, hear I) But I 
w’ould ask the members of the House particularly tlK>se Muhammadan 
members who are crying “ hear, hear !” what they have to .say about 
the Hon’ble Mr. Ghuznavi’s conduct after the shooting t(M)k place at 
Ponabalia; and why the people of the kMulity where the shooting had 
taken place were crying out for help and for succour and for sympathy 
from the leaders. I w’ould ask the 1001111)61*8 where was Mr. Ghuznavi 
at that time — whether he made an attempt to go to Ponabalia in 
answer to the cry of help. I know* that the Hon’ble Mr. Ghuznavi did 
not go there. He was receiving cleverly manipulated addresses fiom 
local l)odies when the people over there wei‘e crying for help. But that 
is not all. When that (piestiim i-oused the feelings of the entire 
Muhammadan community of Bengal, Sir Abd-ur Rahim took the only 
constitutional step that was possible for him to take. He resigned his 
tieat in the Council and .sought for re-election on the question of 
Ponalmlia sh(M)ting. But what did the Hon’ble Mr. Ghuznavi do? He 
put up a candidate against Sir Abd-ur Rahim. 1 want the Muham- 
madan memliers to come forward and say whether that was justiffable. 
What was the issue on which Sir Abd-ur Rahim sought re-election? The 
issue was that there should l>e a public enquity* into the Ponabalia affair. 
I challenge any Muhammadan members to deny whether that was not 
the unanimous feeling of the entire Muhammadan community of Bengal. 
That is not all. When the question was raised on the floor of the 
House by my hon’ble friend, Maulvi Abul Kasem, through a motion 
for adjournment of the business of this House, what did the Hon’ble 
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Ghuznavi do? He sat there without uttering a single a*ord or 
Toicing the sentiment of the community on whose votes he relied for 
cbming to the Council. 

May I turn to the non-Muhammadan members of this House who do 
not belong either to our party or to the party of Sir Abd-ur Rahim — 
may I ask^ them why is it that the Hon*ble Mr. Ghujsnavi has lieen 
sitting over the files of the nomination of meml)erH of three district 
boards of Bengal and some municipalities for the lost few months. May 
I ask them has there l>een in the history of the British Goveiniiient in 
Bengal so much delay in the noniinution of members of district ))oards 
and municipalities. Will Mr, (ihuznavi deny that for the lust (wo or 
three days he has been going round the lobby of the House and telling the 
members of the Council that if he is driven out — if the vote of no- 
confidence is carried it will not be possible for him to nominate the 
persons reconniiended by meiiihers of this Council. Sir the real reason 
which has actuated the Hon’hle Minister. 1 make liold to say. which has 
made the Hon’hle Minister delay these nominations is t() consolidate 
his position in the Council by keeping back these nominations until 
the motion for no-<‘onfidence was over. While he delayed these nomi- 
nations the new district lamids could not function, hut that did not 
matter to the Hon’ble Minister liecause he had to make his ixmiiiou 
secure in the (\mncil ('hamher and in the ministeriul chair. 

Now let me turn to Kurojiean inemliers. Do not deceive yourselves. 
I ask Ml. Travers not to deceive himself and his followers into the lielief 
that they are voting ui'cording to the dictates of their conscience; lie- 
cause Swarajist> have put forward these motions and therefore they 
must oppose them. 1 will ask the Kuiti{>eaii members and the memlMU^i 
of Government to put this simple question. What would they have 
done as the head of u business firm if an employee was found to Iw 
dishonest? Would they wait until an honest employee was found? 
W'ould they wait until an honest cashier was found when as a matter of 
fact as the head of a business house they found that the cashier 
was incompetent and dishonest. Would they not cashier the cashier 
and take charge of the cash themselves? Therefore. I put it to 
the Kumpean memWrs to say — i.s this not their case that liecause this 
motion has been put by a meml>er of the Swaraj party which has always 
opposed diarchy, therefore they cannot support this motion and that 
Ministers, although they are found incompetent, must be supported. 
Sir, Mr. Travers and his friends are fmm a country where representative 
Government has been in existence for centuries. I would ask them 
whether they should tell this House that a Ministry in England would 
last 24 hours if the allegations that have lieen made in Bengal against the 
Hon*ble Mr. Chakravarti had been made against a Ministei^ in England. 
I bad a talk with some of the £urv>pean meinbeiw of this Council, and they 
aimed with me that this Ministrt' did not brinir anv credit to 
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After all thtis Government is mainly British. Do these Ministers bitng 
any credit to the British administration in India. The European 
members^ I talked to cleariy gave me the answer that the Ministers only 
brought discredit to the British administration of Bengal. If that is 
so, then may I ask for what reason is there for keeping them on as 
Ministers. A question that they always put to me is this: whether I 
and my friends would accept office and if we agreed to do so, they 
would at the ver\' next moment turn the present Ministers out. I would 
tell them 

[Here the member having reached his time-limit, was allowed to 
proceed by the Hon’ble the President.] 

They know that we do not desire to acc^ept office under this consti- 
tution but I would ask them if you are business men and as heads of 
business offices would you not turn out dishonest employees and take 
the work into your own hands. I can only come to this conclusion that 
the motive of the European members not voting for these two motions 
was that the woild should believe that Indians were absolutely in- 
competent to administer the affairs of the countiy. I know that some of 
the Euroepan members do believe that these two Ministers bring no 
credit to the Government and, therefore, I see no reason why they 
should not follow us into the same lobby. 

I would bring to their notice another fa<*t, namely, that similar 
motions had been tabled by another member who did not l)elong to the 
Congress jmrty but who believed in the working of the present c‘ousti- 
tution. Gnce Dr. Roy had obtained leave of the House for his motions, 
it was not necessary for the other gentleman to move his own motion. 
Therefore, it was futile for the Europeans to allege and make an e-\cuse, 
that by bringing forward these two motions the Swaraj party wanted 
to raise a constitutional issue. The European members <‘ertainly 
remember what His Excellency said here only two days ago, that if 
this Ministry is overthrown he would immediately appoint two other 
Minister’s. Does that bmk like the raising of a constitutional issue.
